Wasurxcton, Nov, 18—The contest 
over the Collectorship of Internal Revenue in 
the Pittsburg district has been renewed. Last 
Spring an effort was made to secure the re- 
moval of the present Collector, Thomas W. 
Davis, and the appointment of Frank P, Case, 

\ but President Garfield declined to make the 
change, Davis has held office for 12 years, 
and bas a good record as an officer. He 

Rppears, however, to be unpopular in his 

: Gistrict, and the appointment of Case, who was 
recently a Deputy Collector, is therefore gen- 
erally urged by leading men of Allegheny 

County. A delegation from that county, ac- 

companied by Senator Cameron, called on 

Secretary Folger and President Arthur to-day 

and urged the appointment of Mr. Case, but 

the President informed them that he was de- 
termined to consider no cases involving re- 
movals until after the assembling of Congress, 

There is a general commotion among the 
*Souts” and the “ins”? in Kentucky, Mr. 
Nancy, desiring to go as Consul to Havana, 
wrote a short time ago asking Gen. Grant’s 
recommendation. The latter replied, advising 
him to obtain the indorsements of Walter 
Evans, Silas Miller, and John D, White, whom 
he regarded as the representative Republicans 
of Kentucky. This seems to have brought two 
of these gentlemen here, possessed with the 
idea that the rearranging of at least a 
portion of the Federal offices of Kentucky 
would follow upon their recommenda- 
tion. The first advance was on the Mayfield 

y Post Office. Mr. Happy was agreed upon 
for the successi¢én, though the office is now 
held by a good Republican. One of the letters

The Postmaster-General to-day issued an 
order, to take effect Feb. 1, revoking section 


171 of the Postal Regulations, which provides 
forthe redemption of postal cards that may 
be spoiled while in the hands ef private indi- 
viduals by printing or otherwise. After the 
date named Postmasters must not redeem 
postal cards under any circumstances what- 
ever. 

Representatives of the various banks and 
banking houses of this city held a meeting last 
night for the purpose of making arrange- 
ments to pay their respectsto Secretary Folger. 
Mr. Folger is the first Secretary in many years 
who has not, previous to his occupancy of that 
position, resided in Washington, and for this 
reason is not known personally to the bankers 
of the city. At the meeting last night the 
Chairman, Mr. J. W. Thompson, was in- 
structed to communicate with Secretary 
Folger and ascertain when it will be agreeable 
to him to receive the bankers in a body. 

The Hon. Kenneth Rayner, Solicitor of the 
Treasury, to-day submitted to Acting At- 
torney-General Phillips his annual report, ac- 
companied by several tabular statements ex- 
hibiting the amount, character, and results of 
the litigation under his direction for the fiscal 
year enced June 20. The whole number of 
suits instituted was 2,716, involving $1,366,- 
758 73; 1,050 were decided in favor of the 
United States, 7 were adversely decided, 324 
were settled and dismissed, and in 28 penalties 
were remitted by the Secretary ofthe Treasury. 
The remainder are still pending. The number 
of suits decided or otherwise dispesed of was 
3,359; the ameunt for which judgments were 
obtained was $750,671 83, and the amount col- 
lected from all sources was $875,564 48. The

Co., bankers and brokers of this city, a firm 
which will henceforth be known as Bat2man, 
Brown & Co. In accepting Mr. Brown’s resig- 
nation President Arthur expresses sincere re- 
gret and cordial interest in his welfare and 
Buccess.

MERCHANDISE IN THE MAILS. 
WasHINGTON, Nov. 18.—The following letter 


dise intended for delivery by mail: 

GENTLEMEN: Your favor of the 10th inst. has 
been duly considered by the department, with 
those of many merchants who have complained of 
the past rulings as restrieting their business enter- 
prise. The result of such consideration has been 
the ruling herewith inclosed. It is intended that 
the matter printed shall be treated as third class 
matter, and being inclosed with merchandise sub- 
ject to the higher rate, and that the mercharst may 
also write upon the “package” “his own name 
and address preceded by the word ‘from’ and 
there may also be written or printed 
the number and names of the articies 
inclosed, and the sender thereof may write 
or print upon, or attach to, any such 
articles, by tag or table, a mark. number, 
name, or letter, for purpcets of identifieation.’ 
You will observe that what may be written upon 
the tag is simply ‘a mark, number, name, or let- 
ter,’ not to tell the width or price, but to identify 
the article. If the full liberty to inclose printed 
matter with the samples will not enable merchants 
to avail themselves of the mail, when they can thus 
identify the articles described in print by a mark, 
number, &c., the department can only regret that 
further aid cannot be afforded under the law as it 
now stands.”

AFFAIRSIN FOREIGN LANDS 


—— 
BISMARCK’S PROJECTS AND THE 
EMPEROR’S MESSAGE. 

GREAT EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY THE GOY- 
ERNMENT’S POSITION—THE SESSION OF 
THE REICHSTAG LIKELY TO BE SHORT 
— COLD RECEPTION OF THE SPEECH 
FROM THE THRONE. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—The North German Ga- 
gette expressly terms the Message to the 
Reichstag the Emperor’s programme. The 
Liberal press unanimously express re- 
gret that the august person of the 
sovereign has thus been put forward, in 
opposition to a majority of the nation, 
in favor of Socialist and political projects, for 
which Prince Bismarck ought himself to as- 
sume sole responsibility. The excitement 
cansed by the Message yesterday was great. 
All kinds of sensational rumors were afloat, in- 
cluding even areport that the Emperor had 
abdicated. 

The Grenzboten publishes an apparently 
semi-official article confirming the prediction 
made several days ago that the Government 
will do nothing to provoke a party conflict in 
the Reichstag, and that the session will be 


short and unimportant. The Grenzboten says 
the Reichstag will soon be adjourned to per- 
mit the Landtag to discuss bills aiming at a 
politico-ecclesiastical compromise. 

Cardinal von Hoheniohe had an audience 
with the Emperor to-day lasting one honr. 

Lonpon, Nov. 18.—A Berlin correspondent 
says: ‘‘The behavior of the Deputies at the 
opening of the Reichstag was neither more 
nor less than a demonstration. They listened 
with icy coldness to the speech, not one sen- 
tence of which was applauded.” 

Lonpon, Nov, 19.—A dispatch from Berlin 
savs Prince Bismarck will now begin negotia- 
tions with the Liberal and Ultramontane 
leaders.

Paris, Nov. 18.—M. Chalamet, Republi- 
can member of the Chamber of Deputies for 
the Department of Ardéche, a Protestant, has 
been appointed Under Secretary of the Minis- 
try of Education and Public Worship. 

President Grévy has signed the appointment 
of M. Magnin, Minister of Finance in the last 
Cabinet, as Governor of the Bank of France. 

The Courrier du Soir says that with the ex- 
ception of M. Challemel-Lacour, the French 
Ambassador at London, all the representatives 
of France abroad will resign their posts. 

Lonpon, Nov. 18.—A Paris dispatch con- 
firms the report that the resignations of Gen. 
Chanzy and Count de St. Vallier as Am- 
bassadors at St. Petersburg and Berlin, 
respectively, were partly due to the ap- 
pointment of M. Paul Bert as Minister 
of Public Instruction. It is also affirmed that 
Gen. Chanzy desires to go to Paris, so as not 
to neglect his chances in the event of circum- 
stances causing a vacancy in the Presidency of 
the republic.

THE LONDON DIAMOND ROBBERY, 

Lonpvon, Nov. 18.—The robbery of reg- 
istered letters at the Hatton Garden Post 
Office excites great interest. There is not the 
slightest clue to the perpetrators. The rob- 
bery was very skillfully planned. The moment 
chosen was a few minutes after 5 o'clock 
P. M., when the mails were about to be 
dispatched. The gas was suddenly turned off

THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE COMPANY 


TO KEEP POSSESSION—BEST AND VANCE 
DEFEATED. 


RALEIGH, N. C., Nov. 18.—Gov. Thomas J. 
Jarvis, Senator Z. B. Vance, and J. M. Worth, State 
Treasurer, as Commissioners of the Western North 
Carolina Railroad, met yesterday at Clinton, Samp- 
son County, and extended the time of the Rich- 
mond and Danville Company for four months 
from the 1st day of July last, in order to give it 
time to complete the Western North Carolina Rail- 
road to Paint Rock and Pigeon River. Under 
the act of sale, the Richmond and Dan- 


ville Company nas 30 days more from the 
Ist day of this month, and by the lst 
day of December next the road will be completed 
to Paint Rock and Pigeon River. The Commis- 
sioners also refused to declare a forfeiture of the 
contract upon the grounds of not werking with due 
diligence and because of discriminations by the 
Richmond and Danville Company against North 
Carolina cities, towns, ard railroads, as alleged by 
Senator Vance, Senator Vance strenuously op- 
posed the extension of time, and urged, with all 
his ability. a declaration of forfeiture of the con- 
traet, but Messrs. Jarvis and Worth voted against 
him and gave the victory to the Richmond and 
Darville Company. Mr. W. J. Best and his Boston 
syndicate expected to get possession of the West- 
ern North Carolina Railroad by virtuc of a decla- 
ration of forfeiture, but with tkis action of tke 
Commissioners all hopes of getting possession of 
the road are at an end, except through the courts, 
and there does not appear to be any legal ground 
upon which Best can expect a decision 1n his favor.

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A BOSTON BANK SUSPENDS 


THE PACIFiO NATIONAL OBLIGED 
7O CLOSE ITS DOORS. 

THE EMBARRASSMENT CAUSED BY ADVANCES 
TO A STOCK OPERATOR, THEODORE C., 
WEEKS—NO PROBABILITY OF LOSS TO 
THE DEPOSITORS—STRONG DOPKS OF AN 
EARLY RESUMPTION. 

Bosrox, Nov. 18.—Soon after 1 o’clock 
this afternoon the doors of the Pacific National 

Bank were closed, and the following notice 


was posted: 


Owing to failures in which the hank is involved, 
payment is temporarily suspended. 


It was pretty well known on the street early 
in the day that the bank was in difficulty. The 
day before there were vague rumors that one 
of the Boston banks was seriously distressed, 
but no name was mentioned, and the rumors 








were dismissed with little attention 
except by those who were acquainted 
with the condition of things, and these 


kept their own counsel. Yesterday the Mer- 
chants’ Bank received from a country cor- 
respondent for collection a dratt on the Pacific 
for $2,300. The check was presented for pay- 
ment at the Eliot Bank, which the Pacific 
has used, it not admitted 
to the Clearing-house, but payment was re- 
fused, on the ground that the bank drawn 
upon had no funds there. The check was then 
taken to the Pacific, where it was stated that 
it could not be paid then, but would be paid 
before the close of banking hours. This 
promise was fulfilled. This morning, however, 
other drafts coming in under similar circum- 
stances, a similar auswer was made, but, un- 
like that of yesterday, the promise was not 
kept. The payment of the checks having 
been refused at the Eliot, those holding 
them presented them at the Pacific, and there- 
upon a small run began, lasting about 20 
minutes. As nearly as can be estimated, the 
amount paid out was about $10,000, mostly on 
small checks, up to 1:10 P. M., when payment 
was stopped altogether. 

Just previous to that hour, it is stated, a 
gentleman walked up and, expressing the belief 
that everything was right, deposited checks to 
the amount of $15,000, and his exam- 
ple was followed by others with smalier 
amounts, It is also said that an 
offer of support was made by other bank 
Presidents to the amount of $500,000, pro- 
vided satisfactory collateral could be offered. 
Certain collateral was offered by the Pa- 
cific Nationul, but on examination it was 
not considered satisfactory and the aid was 
not forthcoming. This morning Prescott & 
Hersey placed an attachment for $4,000 on ths 
funds of the Pacific Bank, whatever they 
might be, in the hands of the Eliot. 
After the trouble of yesterday, a meeting of 
the Directors was called. lt was held last 
evening, and arrangements were made which 
it was thought would tide the bank over its 
difficulties, but the occurrences of the morning 
overthrow all arrangements. 

The immediate cause of the suspension was 
the failure of Theodore C. Weeks, a broker and 
extensive operator on the Street, whom the 
bank was sustaining, and who was carrying a 
large amount of stocks which have fallen. 
He was a large operator, it is said, 
in Hartford and Erie, Eastern’ Rail- 
road, Silver Islet mining, and other stock. 
These overdrafts, it is said, have been going 
on for some time, until they amounted to 
about $500,000, when the bank suspended. 
When the October statement was made the 
figures were as follows:

During the past two months the deposits 
have been reduced $750,000, of which sum 
$500,000 has been paid out since the October 
statement. Large as these withdrawals 
seem, they are partly accounted for by 
the fact that when the bank increased 
its capital stock a portion of it was taken by 


depositors who drew on their deposits to 
pay for it. Mr. Weeks holds at_ the 
present time over $4,000,000 worth of 
securities of various kinds, all of which 


are pledged to banks, two-thirds of their mar- 
ket value having been advanced on them. The 
remaining one-third, which Mr. Weeks holds 
as a margin, has been nearly wiped 
out by the decline in the stock market, 
Mr. Weeks claims that the banks are obliged 
to give him 60 days’ notice before 
foreclosing on. him, and as the market 
may rise within that time, there is hope that 
his deficit may be made good. A meeting of 
his creditors will be held to-morrow, and 
the result will go far toward clearing the situ- 
tion. 

Mr. Benyon, the President of the Pacific, 
states that the accounts are all straight and 
regular, and this statement is believed to be in 
every way trustworthy. It is positively stated 
that, in any event, the depositors in the 
bank are secure from loss, there being a capi- 
tal stock of $1,000,000 to draw upon, besides 
an equal amount which the stockholders must 

ay if necessary. There are also. the 
oans to Mr. Weeks, for which  se- 
curity is held. It was a general impression 
this afternoon that the bank would soon re- 
sume, but $1,250,000 is required for that pur- 

ose, according to a statement made by the 

ank Examiner to-night. The bank, however, 
is said to have the best security to offer for 
the amount. The Directors are earnest in 
their desire that the bank should raise this 
amount, and among the most earnest is Mr. 
Lewis Coleman, who is the head of the firm of 
Lewis Coleman & Co., small ware dealers,and is 
aman of great business capacity and large 
means. If the bank should resume Mr. Coie- 
man wili probably beits President, but, should 
Mr. Coleman assume the _ responsibility, 
it would probably be on the understanding 
that he should revire as soon as the affairs are 
straightened out, and until that time he would 
have the cordial assistance ard co-opera- 
tion of Mr. Benyon. The Directors were 
in session a long time this evening with Col. 
Needham, the Bank Examiner. The following 
statement was sent out fer publication: 

“ The Directors of the Pacific National Bank 
have been in consultation with Bank Exam- 
iner Needham through the evening, and have 
come to a positive conclusion. Another meet- 
ing will be held in the morning.” 

ine Bank Examiner stated, in an interview, 
that the bank would not go on to-morrow 
morning. ‘‘But,” he said, ‘‘it is reason- 
able to suppose, as it is within the 
range of possibility amd probability, that 
means may be furrished to enable 
it to start again. That will be determined to- 
morrow, when the Directors will cetermine 
whether to surrender the bank to me or raise 
the money necessary to carry it through 
its difficulty. Fror: the present stand- 
point it would seem impossible for 
the depositors to lose a cent, and thereisa 
reasonabie possibility that in the worst condi- 
tion of affairs tae stockholders wili get con- 
siderable back.” 

“The whole opens : Mr. Benyon inter- 
rupted, “‘on Mr. Weeks’s ability to keep his 
head above water. Mr. Weeks was here 
this afternoon, and his counsel this evening 
made a statement that several parties 
who are holding his indebtedness had 
already expressed a willingness to carry him. 


1 They wore going to see the rest of the holders, 








and they were very confident they will be suc- 
cessful in making favorable arrangements 
with them.” 

Mr. Needham—Mr. Weeks’s entire hope is 
based upon his margins. If he is right the 
bank is right. 

Mr. Benyon—An advance of 10 per cent. 

would give him a large surplus. He has 
$4,000,000 in his possession. 
Mr. Needham—Yes, wut a man may hold 
$4,000,000 and owe $3,475,000. 1¢ has been 
stated that Mr. Weeks has overdrawn $5v0,- 
000. That is mot true. His liability 
here is shown by checks drawn on other 
banks and held by this bank, for which 
this bank has made itself liable, and 
he is not good. The indebtedness of this 
bank to the Central National Bank is very 
largely on account of him. 

Mr. Benyor—They hold a great many of 
our checks, which they received yesterday, 
and which they have not got the money for 
to-day. It is not $800,000. 

Mr. Needham—But it is a large amount. 

Mr. Benyon—They took a large number of 
checks yesterday which would have been paid 
this morning if we could have dono it. 

Mr. Needham—When a paper publishes this 
statement thata bank has got $500,000 overdue 
paper of one-man jt is a pretty bola state- 
ment and refiects tremendously upon the 
character of the bank. There is nota word 
of truth in that. Mr. Weeks is not a bor- 
rower of the bank directly. His  in- 
debtedness is through other banks and 
the acceptance of these checks, for which 
this bank has made itself liable. I don’t 
believe the total of such indebtedness would 
reach a million. We have got to bridge 
over Weeks, and then we have to meet 
this excited company of depositors who are 
coming here to make demands on the 
bank. I have concluded to-night that 
one and a quarter million dollars would 
bridge the bank over. That is the 
statement I just made to the Directors. 
At the same time I suggested that 
they raise one and a_ half millions, 
because the bank had. better pay 
interest on a iarge surplus than find itself 
again in this difficulty. You may say this, 
that there has been no fraud, and there has 
been no man trusted to an amount of $500,000 
of accumulated overdue paper. Mr. Weeks 
has been drawing through this bank on other 
banks,’’ 

Mr. Benyon—He has made his transactions 
by drawing through several banks which I 
could name—good banks—and these checks 


ene ee tt 


have been paid regularly. Everything 
appeared as straight as a ramrod. 
Mr. Renyon further stated that 


Mr. Porter had assured him of his integrity, 
and said that it would be impossible to make 
him tell an untruth. Col. French had 
also indorsed him. ‘‘His securities,’? con- 
tinued Mr. Benyon, ‘‘ were all good—East- 
ern Railroad, Silver Islet, and Water Power 
bends and securities of that character. If he 
can manage till the market moves so that 
he can sell those securities, he will pay 
every dollar he owes, and if the market would 
advance 10 percent. he could have a kand- 
some surplus. It is nota lot of ‘ wildcat’ he 
has been carrying.”’ 

Mr. Needham—When I examined this bank 
on the Ist otf January, Weeks was not here at 
all. Everything he has accumulated here 
in the way of indebtedness has been 
since then. He alone- is the party 
who is going to stop this bank if it is stopped. 
The loans so far as I can see and did see when 
I examined them will compare very favora- 
bly with the average loans of banks.” 

Mr. Benyon here stated that if he could have 
got half a million before opening business this 
morning the bank could have goneon, Hesaid he 
iwmet Mr. Potter, President of the Maverick 
Bank, and four other bank Presidents this 
morning. He showed them the securities, and 
they were ready to advance the money, but 
somebody raised the question whether if half 
a million was sufficient for to-day we would 
not want more te-morrow. This led toa discus- 
sion, which covered the time we should have 
been at the bank with the money, for mean- 
while the checks came In and could not be paid. 
In regard to Weeks’s connection with the 
bank, it began by Weeks giving the bank 
a favor of $60,000 or $70,000, he thereby gain- 
ing the favor of the bank. All the risk the 
bank has been lately taking for Weeks is 
— to have been not worth a straw to the 

ank, 

Examiner Needham, while expressing the 
opinion that there had been no fraud or dis- 
honesty om the part of the bank officers, evi- 
dently regarded the transactions as showing 
lack of judgment. He said the condition of 
things should have been known some time ago. 

One of the Directors of the Pacitic, Gen, N. 
March, is also President of the Union Market 
Bank, of Watertown. Hesays thatduring two 
aud a half years the Union Market has 
made its collections and cleariags through 
the Pacific. Yesterday, early in the 
day, having reason to doubt. the 
security of the Pacific, he withdrew about 
$90,000, of which $50,000 was cash, being 
the total amount of the deposit there 
of the Union Market Bank. The money 
withdrawn was held in the vaults of the bank 
at Watertown over last night, and to-day it 
was deposited with the Revere Bank in this 
city. Mr. March further states that not one 
ot the Directors of the Pacific heard of Theo- 
dore Weeks until 10 o’clock Thursday morning. 


The bank is the youngest in the city. Itwas 
established about tive years ago, it 
was irom the start laboring under 
disadvantages, but it has apparently 


prospered and has increased in strength and 
prominence through the skillful manage- 
ment of its President and _ projector, 
A. I. Bonyen. Mr. Benyon had _be- 
tore beem connected with the Exchange Bank 
and suffered severely from the transactions of 
the Rev. E. D. Winslow, whose for- 
geries created & sensation and _ s0 
much confusion at the time of _ their 
exposure. The Pacific has never been 
admitted to the Clearing-house, and for 
that reason has been accustomed _ to 
meet drafts, &e., as stated above, 
through the Eliot Bank, which is a member of 
the Clearing-house. its present capital is 
$1,000,000, it having lately been  in- 
creased from $500,000. The Directors are 
alimen of wealth. The officers are: Presi- 
dent—A. I. Benyon; Cashier—J. M. Fet- 
tingill; Directors—A. I. Benyon, M. O. 
Springer, Edwin Ray, E, M. Fowle, 
J. H. Sanborn, J. H. Whitaker, Arthur Sewell, 
George N. March, John Shepard, John E. Cas- 
sidv, and Lewis Coleman. 

President Coolidge, of the Central National 
Bank, says that at a meeting of bank Presi- 
dents at his bank to-night a sum of money was 
subscribed nearly equal to the capital of the 
bank, which will preclude any possibility of 
its stoppage. 





There was no great surprise manifested in 
Wall-street over the report that the Pacific 
National Bank, of Boston, was in trouble. 


Aside from the fact that the bank has 
done no business of consequence in this 
City, it has for some time been 
well understood that its methods of 
doing business were not of the most conserva- 
tive character. It has allowed its certiticates 
of deposit to go into Wall-street to be hawked 
about by brokers. A month ago the Continen- 
tal National Bank severed its connection 
with the Pacific National as New-York cor- 
respondent, since which time the Park Nation- 
al has nelda small account withit. This ac- 
count has heen kept in a way perfectly satis- 
factory to the New-York bank, but funds on 
deposit had sunk so low yesterday taat the 
Park National felt obliged to decline payment 
on drafis presented.

FURTHER EVIDENCE AGAINST GAR’ 
FIELD'S MURDERER. 


ADDITIONAL DETAILS OF THE SHOOTING A&. 
TOLD BY LOOKERS-ON—OFFICER KEAR- 
NEY CONTRADICTS THE TICKET AGENT'S’ 
STORY — THE IMPERTINENT LETTERS! 
SENT TO PRESIDENT GARFIELD BY 
GUITEAU. 

Wasuineton, Nov. 18.—The fifth day of 
the Guiteau trial was marked by an unmistakable 
increase of interest on the part of the better classe# 
of the community. Long before the hourof the 
opening of the court several hundred ladies and 
gentlemen had assembled in the eastern corridors 
and patiently awaited admission. At9o’clock tha 
prison van drove up, and Guitean, clutching a huge 
bundle of papers in his manacled hands, shuffied 
hurriedly into the building. There wasa marked 
absence of noisy demonstration on the part of the 
bystanders, yet Guiteau betrayed the fear of vio~ 
lence which always marks his movements whenever 
he deems himself exposed to danger. 

Upon the opening of the court Mr, Scoville re 
quested the court to take some measures to pre 
vent tne prisoner from giving to the public his un- 
authorized communications, and also to prevent 
the annoying interruptions of the prisoner in the 
court-room. During Mr. Scoville’s remarks the 
prisoner’s face was flushed with anger, and at tha 
conclusion, without rising from his ckair, he cried 
excitediy: ‘‘ Mr. Scoville talks one thing to me iz 
private and another in public. Last night he spent 
an hour in jail with me, and showed a different 
spirit from now. That is bis way. Ido not pro 
pose to put my casein his hands. Heis no lawyei 
and no politician. i want first-class talent in this 
business, and I am going to haveit, orthere’s going 
to be trouble.” ‘Mind your business,” he 
continued, fiercely struggling with the Deputy 
Marshais. 

Mr. Sceville—Yesterday the prisoner told mé¢ 
that he had another communication he intended te 
give the press. 

**I do not care a snap about its going out,” inter 
jected the prisoner, excitedly. ‘“‘ That settles it.” 

“Keep quiet,” said Mr. Scoville. angrily. “I told 
him, in order to prevent its getting into the hands 
of the reporters, that I woula see him in jail about 


it. I went to the jail, and he kept it in his pocket.” 

“IT gave it to you myself,”’ broke in Guiteau. 

“I went there,’’ continued Mr. Scoville, “and 
spent an hour suggesting different points to pre- 
vent its getting out.” 

“You've got the docnment and you can keep it,” 
exclaimed the prisoner. 

“If you say you will not give it out—” began Mr, 
Scoville inquiringly. 

“IT represent myself here,” was the lond reply of 
the prisoner. 

Mr. Scoville was evidently getting disgusted with 
the prisoner’s conduct, and it was in tones of an- 
noyance that he said to the court: ““Ido not pro: 
pose to be interrupted here by the prisoner every 
day, nor spend an hour or two at the jail every day 
jos prevent the prisoner giving out communica: 
tions.’ 

Struggling with the Deputy Marshals, Guiteag 
exclaimed wildly, addressing Mr. Scoville very rap- 
idly: ** You are no criminal lewyer, and I have no 
confidence in yourcapacity. I propose to get two 
or three of the first-class lawyers in America to 
manage my case. And I want to say a word upon 
the law,” cried the prisoner, addressing the court. 
“If you expel me from the court-room, the court im 
bane will reverse you. If the court puts me out— 
confounded fools, you,” he oried, turning and 
struggling with the Depnty Marshals, who were 
pressing him into his seat, from which he had balf 
risen, ‘‘the court will understand that he will be 
reversed in the court in banc—mind your business; 
you ain’t got no sense,”’ he said, again turning upon 
the Deputies, with whom he continued to argue 
violentiy for several minutes. 

The Court—On several occasions in the courts of 
the United States the prisoner has been, on account 
of disorderly conduct, removed from court and 
the case continued in his absence. It was dome iz 
this very court in the case of Lawrence. 

The Prisoner, (interrupting and striking the table 
with his fists)—It’s totally illegal, and nota court 
in America— 

Toe Court—I will not resort to that unless it ig 
necessary; but I admonish the prisoner in advance, 
that if the case requires it it will be done. Ihave 
told you that at the proper time you can be heard 
in your defense, and you shall be heard at the clos@ 
of the evidence if you desire it. Until that time 
you must preserve silence. 

The Prisoner—I come here as counsel and I want 
to be heard. 

The Court, (sternly)—You cannot be heard. 

The Prisoner—I accept your Honor’s ruling, and 
will let it go up to the courtin bane. If Iam con. 
victed the court in banc will reverse you and give 
me anew trial. 

The Court, (to Mr. Scoville}—I shail pass any, 
order you desire in regard to the communications. 

The Prisoner, (Impulsively)—I want two or thre¢ 
= the best lawyers in Amerioa, and I expect to gey 
them. 

The Court, (severely)—We will not talk about that, 

The Prisoner—I don’t careif youdon’t. I bave 
had my say, exclaimed the prisoner, as a parting 
shot, and he then relapsed into comparative auiet, 

The letters presented yesterday to Secretary 
Blaine and by kim identified were put im evidence 
by the District Attorney. 


MORE TESTIMONY BY EYE-WITNESSES., 


The first witness sworn was Joseph K. Sherp, Ax 
sistant Train-master of the Baltimore and Potomad 
Railroad, who narrated what he had seen of the 
shooting of President Garfield. Witness was stand- 
ing onthe western platform, waiting to start the 
limited express. He heard two shots fired, hur- 


ried into the main waiting-room, and there; 
tound Guiteau in the hands of Mr. Parke. with two! 
Police officers closing in upon him. Parke was 
shouting, ‘* This isthe man,” asif he wanted as- 
sistance. Then witness went into the ladies’ wait- 
ing-room. Mr. Garfield was lying on his back, sup- 
ported by Mrs. White, and he gave the witness, as 
the witness tnen thought, a serious, dying look,’ 
with his eyes fixed. Witmess then went out of the 
B-street door and sent two colored boys tothe 
Police station to get Police officers to keep out the 
crowd. When he returned the President had been 
taken up stairs. 

On cross-examination, witness said he heard 
nothing said by the prisoner while he was held by 
Parke. He repeated his account of the incidents, 
and illustrated his story by reference to the dia« 
gram. of a 

The next witness was Miss Ella M. Ridgley, a 
young lady who was in the depot onthe morning 
of July 2. She was standing at the B-street door 
waiting for a street car, when she saw the prisoner. 
A hackman came up to himand asked him where 
he wanted to be drivento. The prisoner said ta 
the cemetery, and told him to wait there tili he 
came out. This was about four minutes before tha 
President and Secretary Blaine entered the depot. 
Then she saw the prisoner in the ladies’ waiting-~ 
room with his right hand in his pocket. He 
drew out a weapon, and witness no- 
ticed the sunlight shining on the barrel, 
although she did not realize at the moment that it 
wasa pistol. The first shot was fired and then the 
prisoner took two or three steps nearer to tha 
President and fired a second shot, when about four 
feet from him. On the first shot the President 
threw uphis hands and half fell back. He kept 
sinking all the time as the second shot was fired. 
She was net sure whether the second shot touched 
him at all. When the prisoner fired the seeond 
shot he stepped to the B-street door and witnesg 
lost sight of him as her attention was directed tc 
the President. When she next saw the prisones 
be officers were passing through the room witk 

im. 

On cross-examination witness said that when the 
prisoner was talking to the hackman he looked 
distressed and troubied, so that he had the idea 
that he was going to the cemetery to visit the 
grave of dead friends. After he was in the hand¢ 
of the officers he held some paper ia his hand, and: 
she heard him say he wanted it given to Gen. Sher- 
man. He seemed to be more calm then than he 
was before he fired the pistol. His countenance 
did not look so distressed or troubled as it did whem 
he was talking to the hackman. He looked rather 
pale. He did not rum after the second shot, but 
just turned around and walked to the B-street 
door, not very rapidly. m: 

Q.—How did he hold the pistol when firing th¢ 
first shot? A.—He just extended his rightarm out, 

Q.—And when he fired the second shot? A— 
Then he held his hand higher. 

Q.—The President was faliing when the second 
shot was fired? A.—Yes: when the first shot wag 
fired he fell back, threw up his arms, and was sink- 
ing all the time. 

Q.—Did the prisoner apparently take aim? A.— 
It wasso quick that I do not think much aim was 
taken. He just took the pistol out of his pocket 
and extended his arm. 

Q.—Were you frightened? A.—No, Sir, I could 
not realize what was done. I seemed more pdar- 
alyzed than frightened. 

The next witness was Joshua Davis, cateman at 
the depot. He detailed as much of the occurrened 
as he had witnessed, but there was notbing new in 
his testimony. — : 

The next witness was William S. Crawford, 
driver of a wagon, who bad taken some of tha 
President's baggage to the depot. His testimony 
contained nothing speciai, except that in describ- 
ing the prisoner's hat and how he wore it on that 
occasion Guiteau persisted in putting on his hat in 
the way he says he always wore it. “ They are all 
mistaken about that,” said he; “this is the way ] 
wore it.” ; 

Jobs R, Scott, special officer at the depot. was the 
next witness. He was the first oflicer to reach 

| mye after Parke seized him. ‘The prisoner 

wanted to go to jail, and that he Pad a letter 

he wanted sent te Gea _Shezman. .

however, did not see any letter in bis hand. They 
took him out of the Sixth-street door to the 
station-house, and when passing Sixth and B he 
leoked up and said: ‘Iam a Stalwart, and Arthur 
is now President of the United States.” He kept 
repeating about the letter that he wanted sent to 
Gen. Sherman, and said: “Iam agentleman and 
alawyer.” At the station-house the prisoner was 
searched, and a packet of papers, some change, 
and a revolver were taken out of his pocket. 

At this point the revolver was identified and ex- 
hibited to the jury, four of the chambers being 
still loaded. 

Op cross-examination witness said that the pris- 
oner did not repeat more than once the expression 
that he was a Stalwart and that Arthur was Presi- 
dent, but he referred repeatedly to the letter to 
Gen. Sherman, which, he said, would explain the 
whole matter. Witness made no reply except to 
say that Gen. Sherman would have the letter, The 
pepaeer had akind of fierce, fresh, bright look out 
of his eyes. 

Ecmund L. Du Barry, a civil engineer, was the 
next witness, but there was nothing of importance 
in his direct testimony. 

On cross-examination he was closely questioned 
by Mr. Scoville as to the appearance of the prisoner 
on the Jay ofthe shuoting. He bad thought it was 
a bad countenance, but was unable, though search- 
fugly examined by Mr. Scoville, to state what pecu- 
liar features of the prisoner had given him that im- 
pression. It was merely his knowledge of human 
nature that had led him to the conclusion that the 
prisoner was a bad character. 

Q.—Have you expressed yourself as to whether 
this man should be hanged ernot? A. (promptly) 
—Have I? Yes, Sir. [Laughter.] 

Q.—A good many times—have you? A.—Yes, Sir. 

Mr. Scoyille—Well, that will do. 


OFFICER KEARNEY’S STORY. 

The next witness was Patrick Kearney, a Police 
officer, who gave a graphic account of the occnur- 
rence, speaking slowly and with a strong Irish 
brogue. His narrative was as follows: “The first 
time I saw the prisoner was at 8:55 on the morning 
of, July2. Isaw him standing with two hackmen, 
pne white and one colored. They were both 
“bucking a job’ from him; that is, soliciting him 
for a job. Then I saw the President’s carriage 
coming around from Pennsylvania-avenue tojthe B- 
street entrance. I went around and stood by the 


jamp-post. The President's carriage stonped outside 
the curbstone, and the President had his hand on Mr. 
Blaine’s shoulder. The President said to me, 
‘How much time have I got?’ I took out my 
watch and showed him that he had 10 minutes. He 
made no reply, and I went back to the lamp-post. 
After a while Mr. Blaine got out of the carriage 
and went into the depot out of mysight. The 
President then got out and walked ahead. As he 
moved past I took up my het and saluted him. He 
went up as far as the third step, and then he turned 
around smiling, lifted his hat to me, and went into 
the depot out of my sight. Then I was moving 
down to Sixth-street, when I heard the report of a 

istol. I turned back quickly and ran down to the 

-street door, and then I heard another report and 
B scream. I went to the door, and the first 
thing I saw was the prisoner coming against 
me. I grabbed him. Said he, ‘I want to 
send this letter to Gen. Sherman immediately.” 
*Hold up,’ said I; ‘there are two shots fired, 
and you are coming from the direction in which 
they were fired. I will hold you to know the re- 
sult. If you are in the wrong I will keep you, and 
if not youn can get off; but nowI put you under 
arrest.’ Then J turned my back tothe door. The 
first man that I caw was Du Barry; he was right 
by my side. Then I could see the smoke rising out 
of the carpet, and saw that I could not advance in 
that way with him. The prisoner jerked and 
pulled me down toward the heater in the ladies’ 
room, andI pulled out myclubto hit him, but I 
thought of the Grand Jury, [laughter,] and not 
knowing what the man had done, I dia not 
hit him, but I gave him a good shaking 
and brought him along. After that he went along 
with me. When I stopped he stopped, and when I 
moved he moved. We went out of the ladies’ 
room into the main room, and stood by the indi- 
cator. One or two men passed by and tapped the 

risoner on the shoulders, and said: ‘Iarrest you; 
4 arrest you.’ Isaid nothing, but I thought they 
were fools, because I had arrested him at the door 
and brought him back. Parke was standing at the 
jamb of the door, near the ticket-office, with a 
inen duster on him, and his bands behind his back, 
as mildly asnow. [Lauguter.] [The point about 
thisis that Parke testified yesterday that he was 
the first to seize Guiteau, and that he held him until 
Officers Scott and Kearney came and took him in 
charge.] The prisoner passed Parke at that 
corner, and he andI went and stood by the indi- 
eator. Then Parke advaneed toward the ticket- 
office. I was standing along with the prisoner and 
there was a crowd inacircle around us. Isaw 
Lowry snatch the paper that the prisoner held in 
his band. Then Parke, the ticket agent, made a 
run and grabbed at Guiteau and threw his hat off. 
{Laughter.] I lifted the hat up and put it right on 
the prisoner’s head again. Then Scott came from 
the platform over to where I was with Guiteau and 
got hold of his wrist and twisted it; Guiteau com- 
plained, and asked him not to break his wrist. As 
he did not repeat the complaint I said nothing. 
After Parke madethe grab at Guiteau he said 
‘That is the man who shot the President.’ That 
was the first [knew of what had happened. I did 
not know until then that the President or 
wny other man had been shot. I teok the 
prisoner out of the Sixth-street door, and when we 
came to the sewer-trap in the street he said: ‘I 
did it; I will goto jail forit. Arthur is President 
andIlama Stalwart.’ Scott and me took him 
along to Pennsylvania-avenue, and then we took 
an oblique direction eastward until we came to the 
Mount Vernon House, and then we walked along 
until we got to Police Head-quarters, on Four and 
aHalf-street. WhenI wentinI sumg out: ‘ This 
man killed (or shot) the President.’ Lieut. Eekloff 
says: ‘You are giving us taffy.’ [Laughter.| I 
said, ‘No.’ Then I took the pistol out of the pris- 
oner’s pocket and laid iton the table, and then 
two pieces of silver, and then whenI went for 
these Jetters he kicked.” 

Q.—He what? asked the District Attorney, with 
a puzzled expression of countenance. <A.—He 
resisted, and I was going to throw him. Then one 
pf the officers catched him by the arm and held 
him tillI got them letters from him. He said that 
he wanted them letters to goto Byron Andrews 
on Fourteenth-street. Lieut. Eckloff asked him if 
he had anything tosay. ‘I have nothing to say,” 
said he. **The papers speak for themselves.” I 
asked him what bis name was. Hesaid: ‘Charles 
Guiteau, of Illinois, a theologian and a lawyer.” 
After I got through his poekets I went to search 
him about the breast. He said: "Don’t get ex- 
sited. Take your time. You have plenty of time 
jo search me.”’ He was put into a cell for about 10 
ninutes, and then he was sent tojail. I never saw 
him again until I saw him here. 

Mr. Scoville, (in cross-examination)—Did Parke 
ever touch him until you brought him into the main 
room? A.—Neyer, so help me God—never. It 
wasup by the heater that Parke rushed at him, 
grabbed at him, knocked off his hat, and said: ‘“‘I 
seize the assassin.’’ [Loud laughter.] All that I 
knew was that somebody was hurt. On the way 
to head-quarters the prisoner spoke to me once or 
twice about his fearof being hurt, and I says to 
him, “‘Now the quicker that you and me get to 
head-quarters the better for both of us."’ I never 
aad no trouble with bim after that. 

In repeating his description of the arrest of the 
prisoner, (which he did in the same graphic style, 
to the great amusement of the audience, he said: 
“The prisoner had a paper in his hand, but I sawno 
Writing on it, and I teok it asa bluff.” [Laughter.] 

When Mr. Scoville ceased the cross-examination 
Guiteau said in his usual flurried manner, “ Allow 
me to examine the witness. He comes nearer the 
truth than any one else who has been onthe stand.” 
Mr, Scoville succeeded in suppressing the prisoner, 
and further examined the witness as to whether he 
was much excited when he arrested the prisoner. 
“No,” said the witness, ‘‘ when I catched that 
man I did not know what he had done. I knew 
that there were two shots fired and that he was 
eo from the direction where the shots were 

red.”’ 

The Prisoner—As a matter of fact, I was stand- 
Ing still, and the witness came up andjseized me by 
the wrist. I had just got my pistol put up and you 
jaddressing the witness) seized me simultaneous- 
ly. Idid not attempt torunatall. I told the offi- 
ter that I wanted to go te jailat once. I made no 
lisposition to escape at all. 

The Witness—No; I willsay that for you. After 
the difficulty in the corner of the room you gave 
ap and went along with me and stood by me ail the 
way to Head-quarters. Is not that so? 

The Prisoner—Yes, Sir. [Laughter] 

Thompson H. Alexander, the next witness, re- 
lated his recollection as to the incidents in the 
depot. His impression was that the President was 
falling when the second shot was fired. The sec- 
ond shot was fired at an interval of about three 
seconds after the first shot. The cross-examina- 
tion elicited nothing new, the witness merely stat- 
ing his impression thai the prisoner had looked 
desperately in earnest. 


THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The court then, at 12:20, took a recess for half 
an hour, during which time the prisoner was re- 
moved to the Marshal’s room and the jurymen 
were allowed to walk around the Court-house 
grounds. When, after the recess, the pris- 
oner had been led to his seat, he addressod 
the court, without rising, and speaking in the calm- 
est tone which he has yet made use of. *“‘I under- 
stand, your Honor,” he said, “‘that Judge Ma- 


der, of Maryland, is willing to assist in the de- 
ense. I hereby publicly invite him to meet me 
here, on Monday, at the trial. 1 do not_ know 
whether Mr. Scoville wants him ornot, I want 
him here. The only way I can make that known 
to him is to make it public. He has written a very 
fine letter. I have two orthree otker names I shail 
mentien. Mr. Scoville is doing splendidly, but I 
Want him to have help.”’ 
John Taylor (colored) was then called. He was 
the hackman to whom Guiteau spoke, about a 
week before the shooting, in regard to what he 
would or to drive him to Benning’s Station, 
(Just beyond the Congressional Cemetery,) and he 
gave an account of that conversation. 
The next witness was another colored hack- 
driver, named Aquilla Barton. He created a 
good deal of amusement by his testimony. 
He was at the depot on the morning 
the President was shot. The prisoner came 
toward the hack-stand, and he (witness) asked 
{fhe wanteda carriage. Tho prisoner told him 
that he wanted to see aman named Taylor. The 
witness said: ‘* Mister, I pledge my word and honor 
that ‘Teylor has not been here this morning. Let 
me wait on you.” 


The prisoner said: ‘* Hold on, 
don't get excited.” 


The prisoner then went into 
the depot, but fare 4 returned and asked wit- 
ness how much he would charge to drive him to the 
cemetery. He then engaged the carriage, telling 
witness that when he jumped into the carriage he 
wanted to b9 driven very rapidly. He said he 
merely wanted to look around the burying ground. 
Witness took particular notice of the man 
when he re-entered the depot, and ew 
him from the crown of his head to 
e@ sole of. foot. In

and ran into the depot to see what wasthe matter. 
He did not think of the man who had engaged him, 
but after he had heard that the President was shot 
he returned to his carriage. Just then the prisoner 
was brought out, and he (the witness) said: ‘‘Oh 
God! That is the man that wanted me to take him 
to the grave-yard.”’ % 

On cross-examination, Mr. Scoville questioned 
the witness as to the prisoner's appearance at tho 
time of the shooting, and received the answer that 
the prisoner was not excited, 

Q.—Were you excited? A.—Not at all. I was 
not, but I was bucking very strong for the job. He 
was a good dealin his senses. He was “ flesher 
than he isnow. [Laughter.] 

The prisoner, (im a humorous manner)—I may 
state here that I had the first square meal_to-day I 
have had since the 2d of July. [Laughter.] : 

Byron Andrews was called to the stand simp! 
to identify himself as the correspondent of the Chi- 
caro Inter-Ocean and the New-York Graphic. He 
has received no papers from the prisoner and did 
not know him. f ‘ 

While waiting for another witness, Mr. Scoville 
said: I give notice now that tho defense in this 
case is insanity, and we will claim that the burden 
of proof is onthe prosecution. If they intend to 
introduce evidence on that point, they must intro- 
duce it before they close. , ? 

Mr. Davidge—We think otherwise, and we will 
act according to our convictions of what is pro-er. 
The defense has made no opening. 

Mr. Scoville—I give you notice now, before you 
close your proofs. I simply want to make it a 
matter of record. 

Judge Cox—I understand. 

Mr. Sevellon A. Brown, Chief Clerk of the State 
Department, was the next witness. He testified as 
to the frequent visits of the prisoner to the depart- 
ment and to the witness giving orders not to send 
any more of his cards to the Secretary or let him 
see the Secretary. On cross-examination he said 
he was quite sure the place for which Gutteau ap- 
plied was beyond his reach. The prisoner did not 
look to be that kind of man who would be appoint- 
ed to such a position. He had excluded his eards 
from the Seerctary because it was hardiy worth 
while to tako up the Secretary’s time. The Secre- 
tary had not ordered the exclusion of Guiteau’s 
cards, nor did Guiteau krf®w that they were ex- 
cluded. Witness had also refused to permit the 
prisoner to make use of the library of the depart- 
ment. He did not want to give him any excuse 
for being there. He wanted to rid the department 
of him. He did not notice anything peculiar about 
him except that he was a nervous individual, and 
that he seemed to have a reluctance to look one in 
the eye. 

Guiteau—I looked in your eye, Mr. Brown. 

Adolphus Eckloff, a Police Lieutenant, was 
called by the prosecution to identify the revolver, 
but the Distriet Attorney thought that it would be 
unnecessary. On cross-examination he detailed 
the manner of searching the prisoner when he was 
taken to the Polico Head-quarters. On taking the 
man tothe jail he had appeared frightened, but 
there was nothing peculiarly wild about bis face. 
In conversation with Detective MoElfresh the man 
had stated that he was “a Stalwart of the Stal- 
warts,” and that he had shot the President * to 
save the Republican Party and the country.” 


GUITEAU’S APPLICATIONS AT THE WHITE EOUSE, 


Mr. J. Stanley Brown, Private Secretary to the 
late President, was the next witness. He testified 
to Guiteau's frequent calls at the White House, and 
of his (witness) finally, about the 15th of May, tell- 
ing the ushers that Guiteau must no longer trouble 
tho office.

The District Attorney proceeded to read the let- 
ters and scraps of various kinds contained in the 
package, all of which have been published. He 
put them allin evidence, together with the book 
written by Guiteau, with the annotations to it.

AN IDIUT ASYLUM BURNED. 


——— > 
AN OHIOINSTITUTION DESTROYED—NO LIVES 
LOST—DAMAGES OF OVER $2,000,000. 
CoLuMBUS, Ohio, Noy. 18.—About 10 o’cleck 
this morning a telephone announeement was sent 
to the city that the Idiot Asylum was in flames, 
The news was sent to the Fire Depart- 
ment, but it was necessary to take an 


old Sillsby engine and a number of reels 
for the reason that the institution is outside of 
any connection with the city water-works. By 11 
o’cleck the entire main building was destroyed, and 
tho Fire Department was devoting its energies to 
saving the other buildings. The fire started in 
the basement through some sudden derangement 
of the steam heating machinery, but the exact 
cause will probably remain a mystery. 
The building was tho best constructed 
one—not fire-proof—belonging to the State, 
but the ventilators and air-flues were just so many 
avenues for the fames. When the fire broke out 
the children were in the school-rooms of the main 
building. The teachers were given notice by mes- 
songers, and marched the pupils down the stairways 
in good order and conducted them to the hospital 
building, which is in the rear of the new north 
wing and not connected with any ether build- 
ing. Here the children were provided with 
bread and meat and other provisions carried from 
the kitchen, under the immediate eye of the 
searchers. The discipline of the latter was perfect, 

The building destroyed contained the reception, 
parlor, school rooms, office of the Trustees and Su- 
perintendent, amusement hall,officers’ and teachers’ 
dining-room, kitchen, refrigerators, sleeping-rooms 
of the officers and several employes and a number 
of other rooms for various purposes associated 
with the administration department. <A lady 
attendant was overcome by the excitement and 
for a time was entirely bereft of reason, 
but by care she was soon restored. The 614 pupils 
and all the employes were safely moved from 
the building, and the only accident oo- 
curred to a fireman, who sprained his left 
leg. In the basement where the fire first 
broke out there were no furnaces, stoves, or lights 
or combustibles of any kind. The steam heating 
pipes which pass through the basement were thor- 
oughly and safely protected and the wood-work 
eould not possibly have ignited from them. The 
heating apnaratus isin another building separate 
from the main building. Dr. Doren is firmly con- 
vinced that the fire was’ the work of an incen- 
diary. The Doetor said that while he was 
assisting in getting the children out he 
observed several strange men about. He requested 
them to help in the work, and, before his 
very eyes, they pilfered the rooms, taking all 
the small articles they could lay their hands on. 
lie was so occupied with the children that he had 
no time to attend to the thieves, but he says that if 
he had had a weapon of any kind he would 
not have hesitated to use it. The books of 
the institution were in a fire-proof safe. 
About 12 o’elock the flooring in the office 
in which the safe stood gave way and it 
fell into the basement. As soon as pos- 
sible water was turned on it, and the 
books are supposed to’ be only slightly dam- 
aged. Superintendent Rutter, of theinsane asylum, 
had his employes help, and he has furnished tem- 
porary assistance to about 200 sufferers. The offi- 
cers, teachers, and employes lost everything 
except the clothing they were wearing. Dr. 
Doren states to-night that the loss will amount 
to $200,000 or $250,000. There was no insurance on 
the property, as the State does not insure its build- 
ings. An appeal has been made for clothing, shoes, 
stoekings, &c., for the lady teachersand employes.

THE STRIKE OF POTTERS—FEATURES OF Tiik 
LEADING MARKETS, 

Lonpon, Nov. 18.—The operatives of the 
North Staffordshire potteries appealto the public 
for aid in their strike.

The Manchester Guardian, in its commercial arti- 
cle this morning, says: ‘‘The market is quiet and 
there is no sign of increased business, There was 
fair inquiry in some departments at prices current 
10 days ago, but producers in these cases are very 
extensively and firmly holding for a slight ad- 
vance,”’ 

The Mincing-lane markets have been inactive. 
Supplies are large and quotations unsettied. Last 
week’s advance in sugar has sinee restricted the 
demand from refiners. The partial speculation in 
lower qualities has subsided. Though the entire 
beet supply for Europe is likely to prove 65,000 tons 
less than was expected, it is a larger yield than 
thatof any former season. Despite these statis- 
ties, sellers for delivery accepted 3d. to 6d. under 
last week’s rates. Refined has fallen 6d. per hundred- 
weight. Good plantation Ceylon coffee is rather 
dearer, the stock being very low. A few parcels of 
superior colory new crop brought extremely high 
rates. In other respects the market was unim- 
proved. The Netherlands Trading Company will 
sell 88,900 bags on the 23d inst., against 105,000 bags 
in November, 1880, The latest estimate of the Goy- 
ernment Java crop is £0,000 tons, being 27,000 tons 
above that of 1880. Rice was depressed. China 
tea was unaltered and the market quiet. Large 
supplies of Indian teas at public sale yrere taken 
readily at fall prices. White and black peppers, 
pimentos, and Zanzibar cloves have further de- 
clined, and are without much demand. 

LIVERPOOL, Nov. 18.—A leading grain cir- 
cularsays: ‘‘ Wheat remains generally firm, with- 
out much activity. Most markets are steadier. 
Upor. a slightly better demand preyious prices were 
well maintained, and in some cases were rather ex- 
ceeded. Cargoes off-coast, on passage and for 
shipment, meet with a moderate inquiry at un- 
changed rates. On the spot and neighboring mar- 
kets since Tuesday there has been a fair request at 
the extreme rates of that day. Corn was dull and 
lower. At to-day’s market there was an average 
attendance, Wheat was in very limited request at 
barely Tuesday’s currencies. Ali descriptions of 
flour were flat, withoutany notable change in 
prices. Corn opened .dull ‘and declining. Witha 
— subsequent recovery the market closed

This week’s circular of the Liverpool Cotton 
trokers’ Association says: ‘‘Cotton was in good 
demand throughout the week with hardening 
prices, although on Wednesday and Thursday 
the market was rather quieter, and all de- 
ecriptions show an advance.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 
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YALE’S THANGSGIVING JUBILEE. 
SIXTH ANNUAL CELEBRATION BY THB 
ALUMNI ASSOCIATION, 


The annual jubileo of the Yale Alumni As- 
sociation has come to be regarded by Yalensians 
as an occasion not to be missed, the celebrations in 
this City three and four years ago having been 
remembered by all who attended them as 
remarkable for their unrestrained and _ hi- 
larious mirth. The sixth Thanksgiving jubi- 
lee, which was held last evening in Delmonico’s, 
Fifth-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street, was attend- 
ed by alarge body of the Alumni, who gathered 


in the large dining-room at 8:30. At the rear of 
the hall was erected the old chapel pulpit, which 
had been bought at an expense, it was sald, 
of about $20, and*brought here to solemnize the 
celebration. It was a two-story affair, elevated on 
fluted pillars, and approached at either side bya 
narrow stairway with slender banisters. Be- 
yond the stairs, and at either side of the pulpit, 
were box pens for the accommodation of the 
Faculty, if any of {ts members chose to present 
themselves. Clouds of smoke arose from the 
throng which filled the reom, and cigars 
were burned freely during the ‘proceed- 
ings.” Ameng those present were ex-Gov. Marshall 
Jewell, H. C. Stedman, Chauncey M. Depew, Col. 
James M. Yarrnum, Albert Mathews, Brayton 
Ives, W. T. Hatch, A. W. Evarts, Buchanan Win- 
throp, J. F. Kerpehan, George C. Holt, Thomas C, 
Sloane, J. H. Gilbert, J. C. Jackson, Dr. George 
C. Peters, Henry Holt, and L. ©. Chittenden. 
At 9 o’clock, a business meeting of brief duration 
having been finished, a flourish upon a parler 
organ announced the coming of a quartet of 
“Theologues,” the gentlemen eomposing it being 
arrayed in. strict clothing and completed 
with the long-ended white ties affected by 
the divinity student. Their appearance was 
hailed with applause as they were escorted 
to the box pew at tho left. A roar of 
laughter went up when the Moderator, a 
tall, white-haired and white-bearded persoa, who 
was known as the Rey. Berkeley Coles, D. D., (°82,) 
came in, escorting a venerable little man, bent with 
age, and wearing trousers very short and very bulgy 
at the knees. Dr. Coles ascended the pulpit stairs, 
and the venerable visitor, whose decrepit appear- 
ance aroused tho sensibilities of the audience, 
was escorted to the boxpew at the right. 
Dr. Coles, surveying the audience criticaily, dis- 
covered a person in a white suit, with a flaming 
red searf, and a red rose at his lapel, whom ho 
speedily invited to a seat in the box pew be- 
side the fainting elderly gentleman. The quartet 
having essayed to open the proceedings witha 
rather lugubrious hymn, the Moderator abruptly 
stopped them, and demanded something “ more on 
the highfalutin order,’’ whereupon they sang, to 
the tune of *Antioch,’”’ a hymn ‘‘composed ex- 
pressly for this oecasion, by an Alumnus who was 
not a class-poet,’’ which ran in this wise: 
Blow ye the trumpet, blow ! 
The gladly solemn sound; 
Let all the Alumni know, 
To earth's remotest bound— 
The Jubilee | Let us all shout 
Is here again, | The glad refrain ! 
At old Yale, in our day, 
’Twas held under a ban; 
But now, we're pleased to say, 
‘Tis on another plan— 
Revised, reformed, | The Jubilee 
its bondage past, | Is free at last! 

The Rev, Dr. Coles then delivered an address fuli 
of local fun at the expense of the New-Haven 
people, and he was followed by Mr. James M. 
Townsend, Jr., 74, who read a poem “ crammed” 
with allusions which only the Alumnus could fully 
enjoy. During its delivery the guests in the box pew 
were refreshed with “‘sours.”’ The‘ Theologues” 
sang again with skill and in excellent taste, and 
were warmly applauded, after which a missionary 
address (in place of the usual sermon) was read by 
Mr. Frank Jenkins, "74. Mr. Jenkins unfolded 
a gigantic scheme, with bags of money it, 
“to have the Missionary Society construct 
a consolidated railroad, pike, and telegraph 
line through the centre of Africa, from the 
Mediterranean to the Cape of Good Hope, and pro- 
posed to let the Alumni into this plan for the 
Gevelopment of Africa’s infinite possibilities for 
nothing. The scheme was illustrated by an ex- 
traordinary orignal map. There was more music 
by the quartet, and then the old person and the 
box pew were introduced as the oldest living 
Alumnus. It shortly appeared, after: he had 
clambered into the second story of the 
high pulpit with great difficulty, that he 
was graduated just two years ago, and was able to 
recall some ancient experiences at Yale. He ‘* pre- 
cipitated” himself forward to the year 2500, 
when he expected to see Mumm =e at 
the head of the Faculty, and a won- 
derful vision of the curriculum, which would dis- 
pense with ‘‘cramming” as a_ pernicious 
practice. The person in the wonderful 
white suit, and with a preternaturally developed 
bald forehead, was introduced as Prof. Agas- 
siz, of Harvard, and delivered a very clever and 
laughable scientifie address. At the close of the 
address the ‘ theologues” and the Alumni, to- 
gether with the Moderator, partook of a generous 
luncheon, 
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“THH KINGS OF WALL-STREEZT.” 
GRACE COURTLAND TELLS WHAT SHE THINKS 
OF THERM. 

Grace Courtland, who sfyles herself ** The 
Witch of Wall-street,”’ was announced for several 
days for the lecture which she gave last evening in 
Chickering Hall upon “The Kings of Wall-Street.”’ 
At 8 o’clock provably 200 persons, either aged men 
and women, or precocious youngsters, occupied 
seats. As the doors were opened in the rear of the 
auditorium they turned as though expecting to 
witness the arrival of one of the Kings whom the 
fair speaker was to discuss, but none of the mon- 
archs presented themselves.

A young man in his teens, who blushed 
like a school-girl when he received an encore, sat 
at the piano and touched the keys with exquisite 
grace. At8:30the audience numbered about 250 
well-disposed persons. The rapid, dashing, and frol- 
iegome broker of Wall and Broad streets was econ- 
spicuous by his absence. There were no indica- 
tions of a lively reception for the lecturer, and the 
applause that greeted her upon her appearance 
was in no wise hilarious, Grace Courtiand isa 
woman of imposing figure. She is robust and 
strong, and graceful in her movements. The 
hair that was puffed, or scattered over her brew, 
was nearly white, while the coil at the back 
of her head was dark brown or almosé black. Her 
expression was pleasing and her voice well modu- 
lated. She was attired in rich black satin, and 
sarried a white handkerchief, the border ot which 
was red and blue. She read her lecture from 
manuscript. At the outset she announced herself 
‘a natural born gambler.’’ She then proceeded 
to dissect the business characters of Jay Gouldand 
William H. Vanderbilt. She mentioned no other 
alleged kings. Her references to the hardhearted- 
ness and grasping dispositions of Gould and VYan- 
derbilt were made in a general way, and those in 
the audience who expected to hear her recite spicy 
anecdotes of the ‘kings’? were woefully disap- 
pointed. Her anti-monopoly views were 
uttered with a perfect avalanehe of in- 
vective against the moneyed men of the 
country, and the sentiments of the audience 
must have been expressed by her if their applause 
meant anything. She made frequent mention of 
the ‘‘subsidized press” or ‘the shackled press,” 
and pictured the ghost of Horace Greeley bointing 
with bony finger at the 77idune Building of to-day. 
She accused Dr. Bliss and his son, who attended 
upon President Garfield, with having trafficked in 
Wall-street on the life or death of the President. 
The work of the Kings of Wall-street, she deelared, 
affected every man, woman, and child who lives 
under the American flag, and she then recited with 
good effect J. Rodman Drake's poem, ‘The Amert- 
ean Flag.”” The delivery of the lecture occupied 
less than an hour.

STORMS ON THE OCEAN. 
DAMAGED VESSELS COME INTO PORT—AN 
ITALIAN BARK MISSING. 


incoming vessels yesterday reported 
encountered very severe weather on the

sailed on the 3ist ult., and passed Dover on Noy. 2. 
On the 4th inst. a very heavy gale set in from the 
south-west. During an easterly storm onthe 8th 
inst. the barometer fell rapidly, and the wind, 
which changed to the north, caused a tremendous 
sea, which swept over the decks fore and aft. For 
afew hours on the 10th inst. it was comparatiyely 


calm, but the storm returned with as great vio- 
lence as before, and continued until the 15th. A 
number of severe snow and hail squalls were ex- 
perienced. The German bark Mathilde Hennings, 
which arrived from Iquique yesterday, was 166 
days out, and it was feared by her agents here that 
she had been lost with allon board. She encoun- 
tered terrific westerly storms off Cape Horn, which 
was passed on Aug. 31. A tremendous sea was 
then running, and the bark shipped a heav 

wave over her stern, which smashed in the wheel- 
house and killed August Oaberg, a Swedish 
sailor, 20 years of age. His remains were buried 
atsea. While off the Southern coast the bark met 
with considerable bad weather. The steam-ship 
William Burbitt, from Newcastle, left that port in 
October Jast. While passing down the River Tyne 
she came into collision with an unknown vessel. 
Several of her side plates were broken and she was 
She sailed again 
the 3d inst., and from the ontset met 
with heavy gales and high seas. In latitude 
50° and longitude 50° the steamer was 
caught in a heavy north-westerly gaie, which 
continued for 48 hours. The weather was 
very cold and the water froze on the ship’s sides. 
The sea continued very heayy for several days, 
The steam-ship Westeru Texas, of Mallory’s Line, 
which arrived yesterday, reports that on the 16th 
inst., in latitude 36° 7 and longitude 74° 43’, a 
wreck, bottom upward, was passed. No name was 
discovered on the stern of the wreck. The steam- 
ship Greece, of the National Line, from London, 
met with bad weather. On Nov. 5, in latitude 
49° 52’ and longitude 18° 30’, the Norwegian bark 
Racer, which had been ina collision and was com- 
pletely waterlogged, was sighted. The Racer was 
run down several weeks ago by the steam-ship 
European, which rescued her crew. The steam- 
ships Cornwali, from Bristol, and the State of Penn- 
sylvania, of the State Line, from Glasgow, both 
met with severe westerly gales and tempestuous 
seas. Capt. Sauermilch, of the German bark 
Europa, from Bremen, states that on Oct. 20, in 
latitude 46° and longitude 31°, he was caughtin a 
hurricane of eight hours’ duration, during which 
several of the bark’s sails were blown away and the 
barometer fell to 28.65. The bark Byrmont, from 
Hong Kong, was caught in a strong gale of eight 
hours’ duration on Noy. 4 in latitude 36° 45’ and 
longitude 70° 58’. She was tossed about and shipped 
great quantities ef water. 

The italian bark Dandiero Moro sailed from this 
port’for Pirzeus, Greece, witha cargo of 130,600 
gallons ef petroleum on July 6, and has not been 
heard from since. Her agents, Slocovich & Co., 
think that she has been jiost with all hands. She 
carried acrew of 12 men, and was commanded by 
Capt. Rattil. She was built in 1869, and was owned 
by Vanillo & Sen, of Venice. The cargo was 
shipped by Ralli Brothers, and was consigned to 
their house in Piraeus.

ASE IS 
HEALTH 
The manner in which the infection of small- 
pox is spread in this City by the reckless conduct 
of those in whose family the disease occurs was 
forcibly illustrated by two cases which came to the 
notice of the health officers yesterday. Mc- 
Chesney, of the Health Department, was informed 
that there was a suspicious case of disease at No. 
$5 Ludlow-street, This is a double tenement-house 
in the rear, inhabited by § families. On arriving at 
the house Dr. MeChe refused admittance 
to the apartments of Henry Knoth, a tailor, on the 
third floor, in whose family the case of sickness 
was reported. The Doctor was compelled to ob- 
tain Police aid before ‘he could enter the rooms, 
He found concealed under a pile of unmade cloth- 
ing on the work-bench a child of Knoth, aged 
18 months, in the fully developed stage of 
small-pox. The family is six in number, and have 
been in daily contact with the contagion. Knoth 
works for a large clothing firm in this City, and it 
cannot be determined to what extent the clothing 
whieh has beer made in his apartments and al- 
ready sent out willspread the disease. The sick 
child was removed to the Riverside Hespital, and 
the apartments and contents were disintected and 
fumigated. Knothrefused to give the name of 
the firm which emploved him. The house and in- 
mates will be kept under observation by the Sani- 
tary Isspectors. d 
Information reached the Health Board yester- 
day that there was a child sick with small-pox in 
the tenement-house No. 153 Rivington-street. Dr. 
Heinmilier discovered that the mother and sick 
child had disappeared. The father, a poor French- 
man, was brought to Police Head-quarters, and 
after some argument consented to assist the 
health officers in their search for his wife and cbild. 
After some time spent in the search the woman 
was {found with the baby in her arms sitting on the 
stoop of a house in First-street, next door to the 
Primary School, No. 42 First-street. She said she 
had been seeking refuge for her sick child all the 
morning, but had been driven from house to house, 
and finally sank down on the stoop exhausted. The 
child was found to be in the last stage of small- 
pox, and with the mother was taken to Riverside 
Hospital,

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RICHARD HAWRKINS'’S TRIAL, 

At the trial, in Newark, of Richard Haw- 
kins, for embezzlement from the firm of Carter, 
Hawkins & Sloane, whose book-keeper he used to 
be, yesterday was consumed in taking testimony 
for the defense.

END OF THE LABOR CON GRESS. 
CHINESE IMMIGRATION DENOUNCED—REPRmE 
SENTATION IN THE NEW FEDERATION, 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Noy. 18.—When tha 
Labor Congress reconvened this morning Mr. Burg- 
man, of California, presented a resolution im regard 
to Chinese labor, that “ we use our best efforts te 
getrid of this monstrous evil, which threatens, un- 
less checked, to extend to other parts of the United 
States; to disseminate information respecting its 
true nature and character, and to urge upon our 


representatives in the United States Coneress the 
absolute necessity of passing laws entirely prohib- 
iting the immigration of Chinese into the United 
States.” This caused a heated debate, Mr. Cum- 
mings, of Massachusetts, strongly opposing it, 
Upon a vote being taken, however. it was adopted 
asread. Mr. _Gompers, of New-York, offered 4 
resolution, which was adopted, denouncing the 
manufacture of cigars in tenement-houses, and 
charactorizing their manufacture as injurious te 
the tenement-house workers. 
ts'The Chairman of the Committee on a Plan of 
Organization presented a paper suggesting a basid 
of representation in the congress of the federation 
as follows: From _ national or international 
unions of 1,000 members or less, one delegate; 
from 4,000 members, two delegates; from 8,000, 
three delegates; from 16,000, four delegates; from 
82,000, five delegates, and so on; and from loeal 
tradés assemblies or eouncils, one delegate, 
F. Conway, of Pennsylvania, presented a resolu: 
tion, which was adopted, that “‘the miners of tha 
Pittsburg district extend, through this congress, tq 
the miners of all coal-producing districts in the 
United States and Carada an invitation to organ. 
ize into unions for the purpose of forming an inter. 
national union.” This was followed by a number 
of resolutions for the government of sessions, after 
which Mr. Foster, of Cincinnat!, was elected Seere 
tary for the ensuing year, ard a Cengressional 
committee, consisting of Gompers, of New-York 
Powers, of Chicage; Rankin, of Pittsburg, an 
Burgman, of California, was chosen to act in con:

TRAVEL IN MOROCCO, ITS DISCOMFORTS, D& 


LAYS, AND AMUSEMENTS. 
From the Pall Mail Gazette. 

Visitors fo Morocco find the country and ita 
people marvelously strange and fresh. Theirs “ar¢ 
the rain and sunshine and the ways of an old wis 
dom by our world forgot.”” Nowhere can a mat 
be more conscious of the mere joy of living; ne 
where be more impressed with the vanity and 
tedium of much that European civilization com 


siders indispensable to the interest of life. From 
the hour you set footin the country the present 
moment seems so fullof delight that there is but 
the smallest desire to project life into anticipation, 
Time ceases to exist, or at least to be of any ad 
count. It must be admitted, however, that the dig 
osition of everybody in this lazy, lotus-eating 
and to act on this is at times a littl 
troublesome. You have arranged to make arg 
excursion to a town in the interior; you have fixed 
the day for starting—after having found that if 
must not be a Tuesday, for “ Zietsa /eletsa’’ (** of 
the third day all fails;”) nor on a Friday, for thai 
is their Sabbath—you have been promised guide; 
and mules by such a time; but do not expect them 
there, they will not come. You goto the maz 
with whom you have made arrangements; he ig 
probably doing nothing, and he has probably noth 
ing to say in answer to your complaint but ‘* Pleas¢ 
Allah, to-morrow.”’ Yetif you manage to set out 
on the third day, or before the week has run out, 
you will have been treated fairly well. They 
mean no neglect or disrespect; it is ogly theis 
‘** old-world” way. Hence their proverb, “ Oncd 
over the threshold the journey’s half done.” 

For traveling there are, of course, neither car 
riages nor roads; the roads so-called are only cor 
locations of mule and and camelstracks. Till with 
in two or three years ago there was not a singl¢ 
wheeled yehicle in Morocco, but now there ar¢ 
known to be two—the one is a yellow antediluvian 
gig, which the Sultan has procured somehow o} 
other, and which figured some time ago in a State 
procession, to the astonishment and delight of th¢ 
spectators; the other is a wheelbarrow which 
gentleman rececently took to Mogador, and o 
which the stalwart Moor to whom it was con- 
signed so little surmised the use, that when 
he had filled it with mortar according ta 
instructions, he promptly shouldered it and 
strode off. Traveling on mule-back, however, 
in thejjlarge, well-padded saddles of the 
country, with stirrups like slippers, is no great 
hardship to either man or woman, and the way is 
constantly beguiled by some fresh illustration of 
Moorish tife and manners; a company of noisy 
country folk going to or coming from market; a 
troop of horsemen dashing past, with lowing whitd 
jelabs; the ghestly looking, silent eavalcade of aun 
Arab Shiek of the plains and his harem, swathed 
from view, all but, pernaps, one lustrous eys; ths 
astonished rustic girl, who hides her face, but not 
her legs, or the toilsome, almost naked, peasant 
dawdling along behind his aboriginal plow. A 
goatandadonkey may often be seen yoked to: 
gether, agd a woman has been seen in the place of 
the goat; but whatever the team, the plowing is 
always the same—a mere scoring of the soil~an@ 
yet it brings forthin abundance.

TATTOOING IW FRANCE, 
From the Pali Mall Gazetie. 

The unprogressive and the criminal classes 
in civilized countries have many characteristics ia 
common with the savage. The superstitious be 
liefs and magical practices of Scotch and French 
peasants can hardly be distinguished from those of 


Thlinkeets and Namaquas. But it rather surprises 
us, we confess, to find that, in France at least, the 
unprogressive classes freely tattoo tiemselvesi 
The word tattoo is of South Sea origin, and de: 
notes the practice of covering the body with pune: 
tured designs, generally in colors. The savages oi 
ancient times—Britons, Germans, Africans, Asiatic¢ 
—tattooed themselves, as we learn from various 
texts in Herodotus, Taeitus, Cesar, and othei 
authors less renowned, quoted by M. Ber 
ehon, his “Histoire Médicale de Ta 
touage.’ The study of savage tattooing has 
a double interest; it throws light on the 
early history of decorative art, and it illustrate 
the process by which aimost all sayage tribes come 
to conceive of themselves as descended from ani: 
mals, and afterward worked out arude system of 
heraldry, engraving their crests and coat-armor oy 
their na'zed bodies. On these topics we do not 
propose to enter to-day, but to follow Dr. Lacas; 
sagne’s account of tattooing as practiced in the 
French Army and by French criminals. it may 
not be true that if you scrateh a Russian you find 
a Tartar. The experiment might be dangerous, 
and many think it superfluous. But if you strip a 
French soldier, especially the soldier who has 
served in Africa, or who has often been under 
arrest, you certainly find the tattooed Aryan. 
Many pious pilgrims have themselves tattooed 
with sacred devices of Jerusaiem. Dr. Lacas. 
sagne has copied the iatowage of a pilgrim 
who assures him that the Grand Duke Nicholas 
was tattooed at the same time as himself. There 
are professional tattooers in Paris and Lyons, wha 
charge Mf. foreach design. Generally the tattooes 
has designs ‘on paper,*and reproduces these on the 
skin by a mechanical process. Large designs cost 
a good deal—a big representation of an Indian 
holding up the flag of the United States cost the 
decorated person 15f. China ink is the coloring 
substance preferred, touched up with vermilion. 
Dr. Lacassagne has colleeted 1,333 designs, tattooed 
on 378 members of the Second African Battalion, 
or on men under arrestin military prisons. Most 
of the men were mauvais sujets, who passed a good 
deal of time under arrest, and therefore had 
leisure to devote to decorative art. Many were 
tattooed on every part of the body, except the ine 
side of the thighs.

CIGAR-PACKERS LEAVE OFF WORK BECAUSE

SAFE ROBBED. 

Patrick Judge, a night watchman employed 
by Sergeant & Shaw, wholesale feed-deslers at the 
foot of Second-street, Brooklyn, reported to the 
Police of the Third Precinct early yesterday morn- 
ing that the premises which he was employed to 
watch had been entered by masked burglars dur- 
ing the night and the safe broken open and robbed 
of its contents.

It was next decided to give district associations 
hutherity to delegate to State associations, when 
organized satisfactorily to them, the duty of organ- 
izing local boards and establishing through them 
uniform rates. 

Mr. Hall, from the Committee on Rates and Com- 
missions, reported the following addition to the re- 
port previously submitted: 

Exceptions shall not be made for any logality to 
the rules governing the district associations in the 
matter of commissions unless with the approval of 
three-fourths of the members of the districts associa- 
ted. The Metropolitan District of New-York shal! be 
controlled by a tariff association in the City of New- 
York, on the organization of which the members of 
this association pledge their support. 

Mr. George 1. Hope also moved to add to the 
committee’s report that it be optional with mem- 
bers of district associations to allow a commission 
of 10 per cent. on net premiums and 10 per cent. on 
net profits. This rate being deemed equivalent to 
15 per cent. on gross premiums it was adopted 
without debate. 

The committee’s report as amended was then 
voted upon asawhole. There were 69 yotes in the 
affirmative, 3 in the negative, and 1 member de- 
clined to vote. The negative votes were the Wil- 
liamsburg City, the Milwaukee Mechanics’ Mutual, 
and the North-western Milwaukee. The afiirma- 
tive vote represents $104,000,000 of capital, the neg- 
ative $1,110,000—the total insuranee capital in- 
vested in the United States being $125,000,000. 

The committes on business reported that the 
resolution of Mr. Notman on eodified policies, 
which was printed ia Taz Timzs of Thursday and 
adopted by the convention, met the suggestions in 
the President's address which had been referred 
for consideration; the committee also reported 
that the question of standard of reserves for rein- 
surance should be referred to the Advisory Com- 
mittee. As to the resolution regulating the inspec- 
tion of kerosene oils, which has been already 
printed, the committee suggested that a fire test, 
and nota fiash test as reeommended, should be 
adopted. With regard to the resolution ** That we 
pledge ourselves to give no permits for the use of 
gasoline stoves and lamps,’’ the committee said it 
‘was impracticable, and recommended its being 
tabled. The report and recommendations were 
adopted. 

Officers for the ensuing year having been duly 
elected, Mr. John Mulville moved that the mem- 
bers of the association pledge themselves, ata 
given time to be fixed by the Advisory Committee, 
io insist that their members shall not represent any 
company not in good standing in the association. 
This resolution was referred to the Advisory Com- 
mittee, as was also one offered by Mr. E. R. Ken- 
nedy, to the effect that the convention condemned 
the practice of rebate. 

For the purpose of reorganizing local boards, es- 
tablishing tariffs, with rules for meeting the com- 
petition of companies not uniting with the organi- 
zations, and maintaining the rate of commissions 
at not more than 15 per cent., the country has been 
divided into the following districts: No, 1—Maine, 
New-Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, and Connectieut, with head-quarters in 
Hartford. No. 2—New-York, Pennsylvania, New- 
Jersey, and Delaware, with head-quarters in New- 
York. No. 8—Maryland, District of Columbia, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, and North Carolina, with 
head-quarters in Baltimore. No. 4—South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, and Florida, with head- 
y ecrben in Atlanta, No. 5—Mississippi, Louisiana, 

rkansas, and Texas. with head-quarters in New- 
Orleans. No. 6—California, Utah, Montana, and 
Washington Territory, with head-quurters in San 
Francisco. After votes of thanks being passed to 
the President, Secretaries, and committees, ihe 
convention finally adjourned. .

ROBBING HER AUNT. 
a ee 
HOW MRS. MARY ULMAN LOST HER MONBY 
ND JEWELRY, 
Mrs. Mary Ulman, the widow of the late 
Police Captain, Charles Ulman, was robbed of $750 


in cash and jewelry valued at $2,500 on Thursday 


evening last under rather peculiar circumstances. 
Her husband while in command of the Tenth Pre- 


cinct resigned from the Police force in 1876, and at 
the time of his death, about four months ago, he 
was Deputy Warden of Ludlow-Strect Jail. Since 
her husband’s death, Mrs. Ulman has lived alone on 
the third floor of the house No. 267 Elizabeth-street. 


In a trunk in her bedroom she had piaced the jew- 
elry, together with $750 in cash which she had re- 
ceived in September last from the Police Mutual 


Aid Association, of which her husband was a mem- 
ber. On Monday last, her niece, Mrs. Mary Wright, 
called at the house. Mrs. Ulman had not seen her 


niece for several years and was delighted to wel- 


come her and treated her with effusive hospitality. 
The young woman was ciad in deep mourning and 


explained to her aunt that she had just arrived from 
Philadelphia, where her husband had died recently 
from injuries received in a railroad accident. Mrs. 


Ulmaninvited her nieee to make her kome with 


her, and the invitation was accepted. On Tuesday 


Mrs. Ulman went out with her nieee and bought 
her a number of presents. While going about with 
her Mrs. Wright asked her aunt whether she had 
put her money in the bank. At first Mrs. Ulman 
told her that she had done so, but subsequently 
confided to her that she kept the money in her 
trunk. On Wednesday right Mrs. Wright went 
out for some oysters and beer, and remained away 


so long that Mrs. Ulman became alarmed, but Mrs, 


Wright came in at about 11 o’clock, and the two 
women ate the oysters and drank the beer and 
then retired to reat. At about 2 o’clock on Thurs- 
day morning Mrs. Uiman was aroused by a noise 
in the room, and looking up noticed her niece mov- 
ing about the apartment. She asked her what 
was the matter, and Mrs. Wright replied that 
she was restless and uneasy. Being unable to 
sleep she had got up and was watking about 
the room to tire herself out. Mrs. Ulman there- 


upon went to sleep and wokeup at about 7 o’cleck. 


Her niecu was not then in theroom. Her ab- 
sence somewhat disconcerted Mrs. Ulman, who, on 


rising, made the discovery that the trunk in 
her room had been forced open witha 
andthe money and jewelry carried off. Among 
the articles stolen were one pair of diamond ear- 
rings, valued at $700, a gold watch and chain, 
valued at $200. a chain and diamond cross, a long

neck chain, a locket set with diamonds, and 
valued at $300,a pair of gold eye-glasses, two 
pairs of sleeve-buttous, marked “U.,” a dozen 
silver spoons marked “C. U.,” a pair of coral 
ear-rings, and a pair of jét ear-rings. The robbery 
and the disappearance of her niece were immedi- 


ately reported to Inspector Byrnes, who detailed 


several detectives to investigate the affair. They 
found that the niece is the wife of William Wright, 
alias ‘* Roaring Bill,”’ a well-known hotel and 
steam-boat thief, and that the story of his death 
was false. Wright was srrested in this City last 
February for robbing Mr. R. G. Chase, a Boston 
merchant, while on a train of the Boston and Prov- 
idence Railway, in Providence, in March, 1880. He 
was taken to Providence and released on $500 bail. 
The Police areof the opinion that Mrs, Wright 
took the opportunity while out for the purpose of 
purchasing the oysters to meet her husband, when 
the plan of the robbery was coneocted. After Mrs. 
Ulman went to sleep she admitted her husband to 
the house, and it was then that the robbery was 
committed. The detectives are making active 
seareh for Mrs. Wright and ** Roaring Bill.”

SWINDLERS WITH A NEW GAME. 
Reners tine 


TWO OF THEM BEGUILED BY JUSTICE OT- 
TERBOURG. 

The ‘‘ confidence’? operators who infest the 
river frent in spite of the steam-boat squad offi- 
cers, have a new trick which is a modification of 
the old poeket-book dropping device. Brass rings 
which cost $1 25 a dozen, but whish have the 
weight and appearance of solid gold rings worth 
$12 to $15 each, and which are initialed and marked 
18k on the inside, and a pair of gloves, are their 
implements. One of the rings is pushed into a 
finger of the glove and the glove is turned back at 
the wrist asif it bad just dropped from the hand 
of acareless person. Insome instances this idea is 
stillfurther carried out by wrapping thread around 
the ring to makeit appear too largefor the owner. 
Provided with this lure the operator and a conted- 
erate lay in wait fora ‘‘ greenhorn.”’ The glove is 
dropped before him and one of the operators 
stoops and picks it up just as the “‘greenhorn”’ comes 
toit. The operator makesa great fuss about the 
glove, asks the ‘“ greenhern” if he has lost one, 
and at the same time contrives to exhibit the form 
of the ring in the finger of the giove. Then 
the confederate comes up, the ring is discov- 
ered and taken out, and the “ greenhorn,” 
if he is dishonest, as is often the case, 
is entrapped into going shares in the find, pays the 
operators two or three dollars and receives the 
glove and the ring. Many persons have been 
swindled bythe trick recently. Officers Bleil and 
McCauley have been watching the operators for six 
weeks along the North River front. Although they 
found several persons who had been entrapped, 
they could not secure acomplainant. Yesterday 
they decided on arresting two of the most persis- 
tent of the operators, who said that they were HKich- 
ard Welsh and John Harden, ‘They could not be 
charged with lareeny by trick and device, or with 
vagraney, as they were well dressed and had 
money, but when they were arraigned be- 
fore Justice Otterbourg he said to tkem 
insinuatingly: “What were you doing with 
those rings? You were selling them, were you 
not?’ One of the prisoners replied, incautiously, 
in the affirmative. Then Justice Otterbourggor- 
dered complaints for vending without a license— 
a violation of a corporation ordinance—to be 
drawn up, and Welsh and Marder were each fined 
$10, with the usual alternative. As the prisoners 
wers leaving the dock one of thera asked if he 
could have the rings, of which half a dozen lay on 
the Justice’s desk. Justice Otterbourg handed 
them to him with a staile, and said that he would 
be happy to return such stock in trade ut any time 
provided the vendors paid $10 for the privilege of 
selling them.

The grounds on which achange in the Fed- 
eral office holders are urged by the Ken- 
tuckians may be inferred from the plea on 
bebaif of a candidate for a Post Office that 
8 brother of his ‘‘ belonged to the immortal 
B06 who voted for Gen. GRANT ai Chicago.”’ 
The feelings with which these gentlemen 
avill hear of the President’s rule of action 
will be but partially relieved by vigorous 
profanity.

Chemung wiil apparently have the honor 
pf being the banner Greenback county in 
the State; but even Chemung falls nearly 
B00 short of the vote polled for the National 
randidate for Governor in 1879. Chenango 
js 100 below the limit of that year, Chautau- 
qua gives about 400 less, and Cayuga is 200 
behind 1879—the Greenback strongholds it 
will be perceived are chiefly among the ‘‘C’s.”’ 
Jt is rather more than doubtful, therefore, 
whether the Greenback vote of the State will 
reach even the total of 20,000 which it did 
two yearsago. And yet, the only systematic 
speech-making done during the campaign on 
behalf of any State ticket in the field was 
fone by the Greenbackers, and the only very 
ponfident boasts of large gains came from 
the same quarter. It is evident that 
rural voters have not been tempted 
,o confound the Anti-Monopoly with 
the Greenback cause, and that some 
pew direction must be given to the 
principles of the Nationals to secure them a 
ehance of prolonged vitality in this State. 

t will be observed that the so-called Tem- 

ance vote has ceased to have a disturbing 
fluence on the general result. 


The cable continues to transmit rumors 
ut the re-establishment of diplomatic re- 
is between the English Government and 

e Pope. There-can be no question about 
desire of the English Cabinet to 
ve an accredited envoy at the Vatican, 


which such a step would provoke among 
the evangelical section of English Prot- 
estants. The chief argument in favor of 
having a diplomatic representative at 
the Papal Court is drawn ‘from the 
undoubted influence wielded by the 
Holy See over a large portion of British sub- 
jects—an influence which does not stop short 
at spiritual matters, but touches temporal 
concerns as well. It is urged that it was 
owing to the Pope’s lack of  infor- 
mation about the Irish Land League 
and its doings that Catholic Bishops 
were allowed to go so far in supporting 
PARNELL, and it is pointed out that the 
Pope at once modified his attitude toward 
the Irish land movement when he was 
shown a letter from Sir Grorce Bow- 
YER declaring that “if Catholicism 
became associated with the outrages 
that were being committed in Ireland 
English public opinion would become as 
anti-papal as it was fifty years ago.” All of 
which goes to show that with or without a 
foot of territory which he can call his own, 
the Pope will continue to maintain the 
double character of a spiritual power and a 
secular potentate.

The most ignoble “ strike’? by workmen 
of which there is any record is undoubtedly 
that of one hundred men employed at cigar- 
packing in this City. These men have re- 
fused to work because a woman has been 
given employment in the factory from 
which they have just departed in great 
dudgeon. The interloper in this case was 
taught her trade by her brother, now 
dead, who was a comrade with the 
workmen who are ‘on 4a strike.” 
There is no complaint that she is the pioneer 
of a band of women who will eventually 
displace the men. None that she is not a 
competent worker. The rules of the trades- 
union forbid the employment of women in 
the business of packing cigars. So these 
one hundred panic-stricken male creatures 
have rushed precipitately from the fac- 
tory, and they refuse to return until 
the objectionable female has been removed. 
The objectionable female, astounded by the 
pother that she has created, throws up her en- 
gagement and goes out into the world, which 
has not, thus far, been wide enough for one 
hundred cigar-packers and herself. This is 
one of the wrongs of women which make 
honest men think of the good old days when 
the whipping-post stood for a class of pun- 
ishments that now seem out of date. 





ARE THERE ANY POLITICAL ISSUES? 


Senator SHerman, of Ohio, has in years 
past been a very decided party man, and yet 
in a brief address to business men in Cincin- 
nati on Wednesday he declared that he could 
find no cause of quarrel between the Demo- 
crats and Republicans of that city. He knew 
of no political issue worthy of the name in 
Ohio. He seems to have felt called upon to 
make no special mention of any national 
question except that of the tariff, and 
that, he thought, had ceased to be a cause of 
difference between parties. Finding himself 
and Mr. Voorness, of Indiana, standing 
side by side on that question, he could see no 
reason why the Democrats and Republicans 
of Cincinnati, and presumably of Ohio and 
of the whole country, should not do the 
same. What is true politically of Cincin- 
nati and Ohio is likely to be approximately 
true of other citiesyand States, and it seems 
to be a question whether we have any longer 
any political issues on which parties are 
divided. If not, what keeps them divided, 
and what is to be the source of their vitality 
in the future ? 

When the ‘‘ distinctive principles’ of the 
Republican and Democratic Parties are 
spoken of, the reference is rather to the con- 
troversies of the past than to questions 
of present moment. Their differences, 
growing out of slavery, secession, and re- 
construction were very distinct, but those 
issues are settled. Jt is no longer possible 
to make any contest on the old sectional 
line. The South has its unsettled problems, 
springing from the presence of the enfran- 
chised negroes in large numbers in the 
States of that section, but it is evi- 
dent that their solution must be accom- 
plished by the Southern people themselves. 
The people of the North will take an inter- 
est in them, and the influence of their opin- 
ions will not be without effect, which it is 
hoped may be a helpful one. One of the 
most important of these problems is 
that of educating the blacks to tho 
level of safe citizenship, and the na- 
tional Government may render substantial 
aid in this important task. But these South- 
ern questions aré sectional in a new sense, 
inasmuch as they vitally concern Southern 
States only, and it will be impossible to keep 
up an active interest in them among the 
mass of the people in the States that are not 
immediately concerned. Questions must 
come directly home to the people in some 
way before political issues can be wrought 
out of them. 

The recent elections exemplify the state 
of things referred to. Only in the two 
Southern States that took part in these elec- 
tions was there anything like a political 
issue, and there it related to the rights of the 
enfranchised blacks. The people of the 
North took some interest in it and exhibited 
some sympathy for one side or the other, but 
their own politics were not in the slightest 
degree affected by the contest going on in 
Virginia and barely started in Missis- 
sippi. It is doubtful if it  deter- 
mined a single vote. Nor were there 
any other political questions involved. 
There were contests growing out of the 
character of candidates and the claims of 
politicians. Modes of organization and 
methods of. management caused differences 
in but not between the parties. In the con- 
duct of the canvass in this State and Penn- 
sylvania there was some interest and activity, 
but no genuine politics. In Massachusetts, 
where no such causes of contention existed, 
the election was a quiet measurement of 
strength between the two parties as they 
stood, but the canvass was not disturbed by 
the agitation of a single living issue. 

Are there, then, no political issues in this 
country? Are parties to be maintained on 
their traditions for the sole purpose of con- 
tending for the possession of public offices 


‘and the control of Administrations with no 


definite objects in regard to which there 
is a difference of principles or methods? 
There are certainly questions before the 
country which materially affect the in- 


* 


terests of the people, and these ques- 
tions must somehow be settled. But it can 
hardly be said that they or any of them at 
present constitute an issue between the po- 
litical parties of the country. Can they be 
settled without becoming the basis of party 
division ? The revision of the national syvs- 
tem of taxation is one of them. Senator 
SHERMAN and Senator VoorHEES may stand 
side by side in favor of maintaining a high 
tariff for the alleged protection of do- 
mestic industries. Representatives Ran- 
DALL and Ketter may be similarly in ac- 
cord. But there are differences of opinion 
on the subject, nevertheless, which are both 
wide and widely extended. The same is 
true in regard to the question of reforming 
the civil service and establishing a rational 
and permanent system of appoint- 
ments, promotions, and removals. The 
leading advocates of the reform are of 
both parties, and those who are likely to re- 
sist are of both parties, though among the 
people at large there is no_ such 
difference of opinion or conflict of in- 
terests as exists on the tariff question. 
There are other questions affecting the ma- 
terial interests of the country, the encourage- 
ment of the shipping business or the removal 
of obstacles from its path, the development 
and regulation of means of internal com- 
munication, &c. As these become the sub- 
ject of popular agitation and of an urgent 
contention for practical results, will not 
some general principle of public policy be 
evolved which may form the basis of a new 
party division? There can be no politics 
without parties and no real political parties 
without differences of opinions and convic- 
tions, and it is not probable that we shall 
long drift through canvasses and elections 
without a distinct antagonism of political 
forces. 


THE ENGINEERS AND WEST POINT. 


The General of the Army has, with one 
portion of his annual report, thrown a bomb 
into the camp of the Engineer Corps. 
Taking this report, together with that of 
Gen. Howarp and the reports of the Board 
of Visitors to the West Point Academy, 
materials could be found, if desired, for an 
animated quarrel. But the question of the 
Superintendency of the Academy is not, as 
might be supposed, the whole origin of the 
dissension. Gen. SH#RMAN has long felt it 
to be a grievance that so many of the staff 
corps and departments were not more 
directly under his control and supervision. 
There is, perhaps, a light reminder of this 
grievance in his current annual report, 
where, reviewing the recommendations of 
Adjt.-Gen. Drum and Inspector-General 
SackeT, he adds: ‘‘ The above are the 
only two heads of the staff bureaus 
who report to me; all others are con- 
strued fas branches of the War Department, 
and report direct to the Secretary of War.’’ 
When the Burnside project of Army reor- 
ganization was before Congress, Gen. SHer- 
MAN favored the proposed consolidation of 
some of the staff bureaus, and he proposed 
merging the Ordnance Bureau absolutely in 
the Artillery, and bringing the Engineers as 
directly as the line under the guidance of 
Army Head-quarters. The recalling of these 
facts may perhaps throw light on the vigor 
with which the General throws himself into 
the discussion of the question raised by the 
Board of Visitors as to the propriety of 
abolishing the present so-called Military 
Department of West Point, and giving the 
Superintendency of the school, not to aGen- 
eral officer as now, but to an officer of the 
Engineer Corps, as before and during the 
war of the rebellion. 


It should be observed that the present in- 
cumbent, Brig.-Gen. O. O. Howarp, can- 
not properly be made the subject of hostile 
criticism in this matter. He was duly ap- 
pointed to the Superintendency by the Presi- 
dent, thus exchanging a tour of hard cam- 
paigning in the far distant Department of 
the Columbia for one at the Department of 
West Point; and the custom was already 
established of appointing a General officer to 
the Superintendency of the school, his prede- 
cessor having still higher rank and pay than 
hisown. And, after the blunders and hurt- 
ful excitements connected with the Whitta- 
ker case, probably the friends of the school 
as well as the general public were satisfied 
to see Major-Gen. ScHorrexp succeeded by 
Brig.-Gen. Howarp. But, aside from per- 
sonal considerations, the supplementary re- 
port of a part of the Board of Visitors, 
signed by three of them, objected to the mod- 
ern change in the Superintendency, on prin- 
ciple; and if half they alleged of the evils of 
the change be true, the return to the former 
system, which Gen. SHERMAN deprecates as 
setting the dial of time back fifty years, 
should unquestionably be made at once. 


In reality, though the supplementary re- 
port of the Board of Visitors and the an- 
nual report of Gen. SHERMAN alike consider 
the various questions involved, all together, 
there are two distinct classes of objections to 
the present system. The first of these is 
whether the change was authorized by law; 
and an entirely different question is the one 
of expediency. Here it must be said that 
the language both of the main report, signed 
by the Board of Visitors as a whole, and of 
the supplementary report, signed by Gen. 
BvELt and his two associates, is apparently 
too broad. They find no authority of law 
for allowing the Superintendent of the 
Academy to be a General officer, enjoying 
rank and pay as such. In saying this they 
seemingly ignore the fact that the mechan- 
ism of the Military Department of West 
Point was contrived and introduced for the 
express purpose of allowing aGeneral officer 
to be Superintendent without loss of dignity 
orincome. That is to say, he gets his pay 
as Brigadier or Major General, as the case 
may be, from his command of the de- 
partment; as such, also, he receives honors 
and rank not due by law to the Superin- 
tendent, and has an officer on his staff, and 
provided with quarters in the Academy 
buildings, who is not recognized in the 
Academy organization allowed by the Re- 
vised Statutes. Gen. Howarp, for exam- 
ple, may be conceived to still hold, in his 
capacity as Superintendent, only the local 
rank of a Colonel of Engineers, as prescribed 
in the Revised Statutes, and to receive, as 
such, only the pay of a Colonel, as there 
specifically provided. But, according to a 


‘familiar usage, this rank and pay may con- 


tinue and yet be merged in his higher rank 
and pay as a General officer commanding a 
military department, And this is the tech- 


nical justification of the present system 
which, in the minds of the Board of Visit- 
ors, we should surmise, had been but indis- 
tinctly recognized, or at least imperfectly 
dwelt upon. 


None the less, however, has the presum- 
able spirit of the law been set aside. The 
very introduction of the elaborate fiction of 
a military department at West Point proves 
this—it has no adequate purpose to serye, 
except to circumvent the provisions of a 
law which, whether wisely or not, limits the 
choice of a Superintendent to an officer of 
actual rank low enough to be content with 
receiving the local rank and the pay of a 
Colonel of Engineers. Gen. SHERMAN sug- 
gests that the local department commander 
can now order courts-martial and promptly 
execute sentences, not only against the 
Cadets, but against the officers and 
soldiers stationed there. But all this 
could be perfectly well done by the 
commander of the Department of the 
East. This suggestion is evidently an 
after-thought; the origin of the department 
was simply to furnish a contrivance to get 
around the existing law. Gen. Howarp, in 
a recent communication to Tar Timks, sug- 
gested that the provision of the law of 1866, 
that the Superintendent could be taken 
‘*from any arm of the service,’’ showed that 
it was not the intention thereafter to confine 
the selection to the Engineers. Obviously; 
but this language can hardly be said to show 
that a General officer was contemplated as 
Superintendent, for he is, strictly speaking, 
of no special arm; and the first selection 
after the passage of the law of 1866 was not 
a General officer. 


Of course, Gen. SHERMAN’S slash at the 
Engineers for ‘‘ naturally taking to parapets,”’ 
while the line have to ‘‘goin and do the 
fighting,’’ need not be the basis of serious 
argument—it is a bit of the grim vigor that 
is sure to come from this thorough-going 
soldier’s weapon, whether it be pen or sword. 
But if there is truth in his assertion that the 
increased expenses of hospitality require 
that the Superintendent at West Point should 
have at least a Gencral officer’s pay, let the 
statutes be so altered as to plainly authorize 
the appointment of a General officer directly 
to the Superintendency, without any hocus- 
pocus of a superfluous military department, 
or else let one of the now contemplated lower 
grade be assigned, for Gen. SHERMAN says 
‘*we can find Captains who are qualified,’’and 
a proper allowance be made by Congress for 
his expenses of entertaining foreign and 
other visitors. The one thing certain is 
that, provided members of the Board of 
Visitors are right in declaring that among 
the main lessons now learned by observation 
at the Academy is that a positive law can be 
safely circumvented in the military service, 
it is time to stop that demoralizing instruc- 
tion. 


REMISSION OF COTTON DUTIES IN 
INDIA. 


The reply which the Marquis of Hartrne- 
TON gave a few days ago to the Manchester 
deputation that waited upon him to urge a 
repeal of the remaining duties upon cotton 
imported into India is by no means without 
interest on this side of the Atlantic. His 
lordship replied to the prayer of the deputa- 
tion that although he personally was unable 
to return a definite answer, nevertheless the 
Government of India contemplated in its 
next budget doing away with the duty on 
gray goods. Thisreply, with the decided anti- 
protection sentiments with which it was ac- 
companied, undoubtedly gave satisfaction to 
the Manchester cotton goods manufacturers, 
who have been protesting for years back 
against the injustice of handicapping Eng- 
lish-made cotton goods with duties, while 
cotton goods made in India were permitted 
to enter the markets of Hindustan, Burmah, 
Central Asia, and the Persian Guif without 
being weighted by any such impositions. 

At the time of the American war the sup- 
ply of cotton from this country became sud- 
denly stopped to such an extent that a 
famine in the Lancashire spinning districts 
was the consequence. Indian and Egyptian 
cotton then suddenly sprang into promi- 
nence. Both kinds of cotton were short- 
stapled and inferior to the cotton prod- 
uce of America, but such as they were, 
the Lancashire spinners were glad to get 
them. This state of matters brought on in 
Bombay and other Indian cotton centres a 
state of prosperity which literally intoxi- 
cated the people, and created a gigantic 
game of commercial speculation such as 
never had an equal in the East. When the 
rebellion was put down and American cot- 
ton again began to find a free cutlet to the 


world,the Indian cotton bubble burst. Banks, ° 


corporations, opulent firms were toppled over 
in a day, and men who had boasted themselves 
the kings and princes of the Eastern world 
of commerce found themselves stripped of 
their wealth and reduced to beggary. The 
Western Presidency has not recovered from 
that shock to thisday. When the inhabitants 
of Western India began to gather their 
wits together again, a few of the 
more fortunate speculators and merchants 
erected spinning mills with the idea of mak- 
ing cotton manufactures a valuable local in- 
dustry. In theory the idea was an excellent 
one, for it followed that if Fair Dhollera, 
Hingrenghat, Surats, Berars, and other 
kinds of cotton could be worked up into 
goods in India itself, the native spinners 
would be able to save the expense of import- 
ing cotton from America, having it worked 
up in England, and thence transporting it to 
India, a distance of over ten thousand miles. 
In practice, the idea did not work so suc- 
cessfully as had been anticipated. American 
cotton, with its strong, long staple was in- 
finitely superior to the short cottons pro- 
duced in India. In the next place, the 
Lancashire manufacturers were much more 
skillful and economical than their native 
rivals in India. The consequence was that 
English cotton goods of the better qualities 
continued to hold the foremost place in the 
markets of Hindustan. 


Now came in the old fogy and patron- 
izing, grandmotherly element that seems to 
be inseparably connected with the Govern- 
ment of India. Certain old-fashioned civil- 
jang thought it would be a pity to see a 
young industry like cotton spinning stamped 
out of India by foreign competition. They 
argued that such an industry, by being ‘‘fos- 
tered,’’ would create a considerable field of 
labor for the poorer classes, and, moreover, | 
form an important source of local wealth. 
So duties upon imported English goods, 
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manufactured chiefly from American cotton, 
came into play, and the Indian capitalists 
were permitted to spin their cottcn without 
being charged a rupee in the shape of duties. 
This state of matters aroused the attention 
of the English spinners at once, and Man- 
chester, the centre of vigorous Cobdenism and 
anti-protect*. 1 views, protested again and 
again that it would be better for India, as 
well as for England, if all cotton goods, 
whether spun in Lancashire or Bombay, 
were allowed a fair field and no favor. After 
much badgering, Lord Hartineton’s prede- 
cessor in the Indian Secretaryship under 
Lord BEACONSFIELD’s Government consent- 
ed to a rearrangement of the tariff, so that 
no duty should be charged on certain sorts 
of imported low goods, which were sup- 
posed to be the only goods that entered into 
competition with the goods manufactured in 
India, the spinners in which were not sup- 
posed to be capable as yet of manufacturing 
first-class goods. Indian merchants are, 
however, by no means fools. They at once 
set to work to secure the best spinning 
machinery and the best cotton-spinning 
talent from England with the view 
of making the best goods that could 
be produced from the native staple. 
That they succeeded in manufacturing 
goods, which were free of duty, equal in 
quality to imported goods that were dutiable 
under the tariff, there is no doubt. Hence 
this last appeal from Manchester to Lord 
ITIARTINGTON to do away with the Indian cot- 
ton goods import duties altogether. If the 
Lancashire spinners succeed in their repre- 
sentations—if the Indian Government ad- 
heres to its intention of abolishing cotton 
import duties in its next budget—more cot- 
ton will be required from America, and the 
inhabitants of the East will reap those bene- 
fits of free competition from which they 
have been debarred for many years past by 
the paternal policy of certain old-fashioned 
political economists in the Government of 
India. 


THLE NAW EQUATOR. 

The growing heat of our Summers, the 
drying up of streams, and the increased fre- 
quency of hurricanes, yellow fever, and 
earthquakes have latterly attracted the at- 
tention of thoughtful persons. Various the- 
ories have been formed to account for these 
phenomena, but none of them has hitherto 
been entirely satisfactory. But now comes 
Prof. BLAKE, an Ohio astronomer, and tells 
us precisely what is the matter. The in- 
clination of the axis of the earth to the 
plane of the ecliptic has changed, and we 
are already beginning to perceive the tre- 
mendous results which must follow this 
sudden and unexpected phenomenon. 

In 1877, for some reason which is not yet 
clearly understood, the axis of the earth be- 
gan to slope in a new direction. The North 
Pole, instead of remaining in its usual place 
as laid down on the map, began to move to- 
ward the Russian coast at a rate which will 
bring it in seven years more somewhere in 
the northern part of Siberia. Of course, 
this change in the position of the pole in- 
volves a corresponding change in the position 
of the equator. It has moved ina northerly 
direction in the Western Hemisphere, and in 
a southerly direction in the Eastern Hemi- 
sphere. In 1887 it will pass directly through 
the State of Ohio, and Central America will 
become part of the south temperate zone. 

That Ohio should get possession of the 
equator seems very probable, in view of the 
well-known habit of that State to absorb 
whatever it can lay its hands upon. We 
need not, however, grudge Ohio the posses- 
sion of the equator, with all that the term 
implies. Undoubtedly, the equator has its 
merits, and the late Sypngy SmitH held 
that to speak disrespectfully of it would be 
the height of irreverence, but when we con- 
sider the sort of climate and beasts that pre- 
vail in equatorial regions we can feel en- 
tirely content to let Ohio have as much of 
the equator as she can find room for. 

The changes in temperature which will 
take place all over the world when the 
North Pole reaches its new position in Si- 
beria will be extremely interesting. The ice 
of the present polar region will melt and the 
Jeannette will not only be released, but will 
be able to complete her intended voyage to 
the original site of the pole, when her peo- 
ple will be bitterly disappointed to find the 
pole missing. Meanwhile the exiles of Si- 
beria will gradually freeze, and the cities 
of Irkutsk and Tobolsk will become 
surrounded with barriers of ice over 
which no fresh Nihilists can possibly 
be sent. Central Africa, which is now so 
excessively hot, will become so cold that the 
native Kings will perish by hundreds of 
thousands, and the entire population of the 
continent will disappear unless our own 
people should have the forethought to send 
to Africa their cast-off clothing. The quar- 
rel between Chili and Peru will cease with 
the increase of the Antarctic temperature to 
which those unhappy countries will be sub- 
jected, and Minister HurLteur and Minis- 
ter KILPATRICK, instead of writing letters 
aimed at one another, will huddle them- 
selves under the same blanket and devote 
all their energies to the task of keeping 
warm. 

The calamities which will fall upon Rus 
sia, Africa, and South America we could, 
perhaps, bear with some fortitude, but we 
shall have enough to occupy our attention 
at home. As the heat increases, our lakes 
and rivers will dry up to a great extent, and 
will contain hardly any water except during 
the rainy season, when they will be tem- 
porarily swelled to enormous proportions. 
We shall have earthquakes of great size and 
strength, and hitherto peaceful mountains, 
finding that they are in tropical regions, 
will break out as volcanoes. The animals of 
the torrid zone as soon as they learn that 
the equator has deserted them will go in search 
of it, and immense processions of jaguars, 
pumas, alligators, tapirs, boa-constrictors, 
coral snakes, and ex-Presidents will begin 
their march téward Ohio, thus presenting a 
spectacle never equaled since the days of 
Noan’s Ark. Vast and luxuriant forests 
will spring up everywhere under the heat of 
the tropical sun, and even the Park Commis- 
sioners will not be able to cut down the trees 
and shrubs of the Park as fast as they will 
grow again. The heat will be so great that, 
except in. the extreme northern and southern 
parts of the continent, the people of the 
United States will lose their energy and be- 
come as lazy and listless as are now the 
people of Panama. They will spend their 


time lying in hammocks, and will take little 


interest in politics, although from time to 
time they may arouse themselves sufficiently 
to indulge in a brief revolution after the 
present South American pattern. They 
will be unable to wear the clothing that they 
now find necessary, and the ideal costume 
of the typical Georgian Mayor will become 
the usual dress of New-York and Philadel- 
phia gentlemen. We may, however, expect 
that adventurous New-England and Western 
men will emigrate to Greenland and Mexico, 
and in the cool and temperate climate of what 
were formerly the arctic zone and the region 
of the tropics will buiid up new republics 
that will finally rival the greatness and pros- 
perity of the old United States. Uper- 
navik and Vera Cruz will become the 
great cities of the Western World, and the 
tobacco and oranges of Iceland will make 
that pleasant island the new Cuba of the 
North, while Brazil will become famous for 
its production of ice. As for the people of 
Ohio, however proud they may now feel at 
the prospect of having the equator within 
their borders, they will soon lose their dis- 
tinctive characteristics, and, instead of clam- 
oring for all the offices, they will spend their 
days in sleeping and their nights in cock- 
fighting, and in place of ruling the continent 
will become so weak and degenerate that the 
hardy Greenlanders and the energetic Mex- 
icans will sneer at them and call them a lot 
of worthless ‘‘ greasers.’’

THE ITALIAN OPERA. 

The distribution which Mr. Mapleson is able 
to give to “‘ Faust” this season insures an altogether 
agreeable and, in one of two respects, a most bril- 
liant representation of that beautiful and popular 
work. The Academy of Music last evening con- 
tained a large and fashionable audience, on the 
occasion of the second performance of Gounod’s 
opera, and they rewarded the principal artists with 
liberal applause. Mlle. Ferni’s Margherita, while it 
is by no means so well sustained ahd satisfactory 
a characterization as her Mignon, is nevertheless a 
most interesting effort. It is marked, as her Mig- 
non is, by repose and delicaey. She was received 
with many manifestations of pleasure last evening, 
and she sang and acted with much earnestness and 
with exeellent effect. 

Signor Campanini’s beautiful delivery of the 
music of the first act was heard by that small por- 
tion of the audience who were then seated with 
the utmost delight, and ‘‘Salve dimora” was, of 
course, demanded the second time. No audience 
is to be blamed for asking a repetition of such an 
effort, even at the risk of destroying the unity of 
an operatic performance. It is, beyond all doubt, 
one of the most remarkable vocal achievements in 
its perfect phrasing and its exquisite sentiment 
that the lyric stage has ever known. The great 
artist was in good voice, and he threw all 
his accustomed ffire into his performance 
last evening. Signor Novara’s Mephistopheles 
is an extremely picturesque impersonation, 
and he imparts a thorouguly demoniac 
character to the music. His acting in the scene 
with Valentino and the students in act second is 
fiuely studied, and his entire conception of the part 
is full of fine instinctive art. To add that Signor 
Del Puente is a most manly and pleasing Valentino 
is to sum up the chief merits of the performance 
which was given last evening. Both the orchestra 
and chorus were satisfactorily governed by Signor 
Arditi. 

THE BROOKLYN PHILHARMONIC. 

The first concert of the twenty-fourth season 
will be ziven to-night at the Academy of Music. 
The public rehearsal yesterday afternoon gavea 
fair indication of what may be expected. Indeed, 
itis hardly possible that there should be any im- 
provement, for the rehearsal was given throughout 
with the finish of a carefully arranged contert. The 
Academy of Music was crowded chiefly by ladies, 
who occupied the aislesin the absence of seats, 
and stood up with persistent musical enthusiasm. 
The funereal gloom which the society’s managers 
apparently consider necessary for a Philharmonic 
rehearsal was a noticeable feature, as it always is; 
and it was almost impossible to read the pro- 
gramme, and quite out of the question to recog- 
nize an intimate frind at the distance of afew 
yards. In the absence of any information as to 
the price of gas in Brooklyn it cannot be definitely 
stated why the rehearsals of the Brooklyn Phil- 
harmonic Society are invested with a melan- 
choly darkness, but such is the fact. The pro- 
gramme is of exceeding merit. It was beauti- 
fully interpreted yesterday. The orchestra, con- 
ducted by Mr. Theodore Thomas, gave the 
same impressive performance of Beethoven's sym- 
phony, “ Eroica,” that has been already noticed in 
Tue Trves, the Brahms Academic Festival Over- 
ture, (which, by the way, does not {mprove on fur- 
ther acquaintance,) and the ballet music from 
Rubinstein’s ‘‘ Nero.” The playing of the band 
was smooth and elegant—a perfect example of the 
best orchestral work, and equal to that of any 
other body of musicians in the world. 
Mme. Madeleine Schiller piayed the Schu- 
bert Fantasia, opus 15, adapted for the 
piano and orcyestra by Liszt, with power and ad- 
mirable technique. This lady’s work has before 
merited the warmest praise. Her performance 
yesterday was charming, and the audience gave 
her the most distinguished marks of approval, but 
she refrained after three recalls from the over- 
exertion of playing again. Signor Campanini was 
most cordially received, and sang ‘Il mio Tesoro.” 
He was in perfect voice, and gave the aria with the 
same grace that marked his singing of it last week. 
The enthusiasm of the audience was beyond 
bounds, and aceordingly Signor Campanini, though 
he had‘to sing again in the programme, in the evening 
at the opera in New-York, and to-night at the con- 
cert, came forward and gave a beautiful rendering 
of *‘ Dal sua Pace” from “Don Giovanni.” This was 
the best of his efforts. Asa piece of vocalization 
it was perfect, the phrasing being artistic in the 
highest degree, and the purity and accuracy of his 
tone being beyond all question or criticism. The 
aria was received with the applause that indi- 
cated real appreciation and the subsequent ex- 
pression of entire satisfaction among the audience. 
In the second part Signor Campanini gave 
@ romanza from Weber's ‘‘Euryanthe,’’ which 
affords him another opportunity to illustrate his 
versatility asasinger. It is not necessary to say 
that the aria was delivered with consummate art. 
The managers of the Brooklyn Philharmonic So- 
ciety may be congratulated in having arrangeda 
concert of brilliant character for to-night, and it is 
not doubtful that this rare musical event will be 
appreciated by the residents of the other side of 


the East River.

STEINWAY HALL. 

Mr. Alexander Lambert, a young pianist 
who played in New-York last year, gave a concert 
last night at Steinway Hall. He was assisted by 
Miss Schrader, soprano, and the quartet of the 
*Philhurmonic Club, of which Mr. Richard Arnold is 
the first violin. Mr. Lambert was unfortunate in 
his selections. The opening quintet by Graedener 
in which he took part is a dry and tedious com- 
position. It is well enough written, speak- 
ing technically, but there is nothing of inspira- 
tion about it. It is one of those 
mechanical works which cannot be condemned 
for any positive faults, but lacks interest, and sug- 
gests that it is mere hack composition, as though 
a publisher had told the author to write a quintet 
and have it ready on a certain day. In the course 
of asomewhat extended programme Mr. Lambert 
showed real merit. His faults are an unskillful use 
of the pedal and a frequent indistinctness in his 
manipulation of the keys, but he nevertheless justi- 
fied the claim that has been made for him as an 
artist, earnest, conscientious, and of decided ability. 
His playing in solos was the most enjoyable part of 
the programme, and of these one of the most ef- 
feotive was aromance in manuscript by Mr. Otto 
Floersheim, of this City. It is exceedingiy well 
written, and was played with taste by Mr. Lam- 
bert. The Philharmonic Club acquitted themselves, 
as usual, with credit, and gave a thoroughly musi- 
cal tone to the concert. As to Miss Schrader’s 
singing, it must be said that she was persistently 
out of tune. She has a moderately good mezzo 
soprano voice, and deserves indulgence, from the 

act that ber aceomnaniat did not give her the as 


. sistance she had aright to expect. Mr. Lambert 


may, on the whole, cqpgratulate himself, and cer 
tainly his personal success was all a young perform 
er could expect. It is to be hoped he will be 
heard again this season.

MINOR AFFAIRS ACROSS THE SEA, 


It is believed that the order of the Turkish 
Sultan for the restoration of what remains at 
Jerusalem of the Temple of Solomon is an out: 
come of the recent visit to Jerusalem of the Crown 
Prince of Austria. Asis well known, the Mosque 
of Omar stands upon this celebrated place, and its 
revenue, some $750,000 a vear, heretofore sent te 
Constantinople, is to furnish the means for the in. 
tended restoration. How the Sultan can spare thig 
sum from his fast-declining revenue it is hard ta 
see; but the report that he has resolved to make 
the sacrifice has been accepted in England as well- 
founded. 

The Mansion House of London is about to 
undergo alterations which are expected to add 
well to the convenience of the Lord Mayor's guests, 
In the saloon leading to the Egyptian Hall, where 
the receptions are held, there will be an addition of 
between seven and eight feet of space on both 
sides, thus contributing tothe comfort of large as« 
semblies, which heretofore have found the saloon 
entirely toosmall. At the same time, both the sa 
loon and the Egyptian Hall are to belighted by one 
of the electric systems. A contract has been made 
for the use of the light during 100 nizhts at a cost 
of £425,a portion of that sum—£125—being for 
working expenses. Should the system succeed, it 
will probably be adopted for permanent use. 


Limassol, the port of Cyprus, has increased 
considerably intimportance since the island wags 
made a dependency of Great Britain, and 1s likely 
to increase still more in the immediate future 
Like all Cyprian ports, it has suffered greatly fo 
want of a good harbor, but there has recently beey 
opened there a new pier, which promises sure relie{ 
in this respect. The pier is of iron, and has 4 
length ef 300 yards. Upon its surface runs a tram: 
way, and near the entrance to it a large stone Gov: 
ernment ofiice is fast going up. It is intended that 
another pier of similar design shall be erected ai 
Larnaca, which, in point of harbor facilities, is 
about as badly off as was Limassol. No partof the 
trade of Cyprus furnishes so good an outlook for 
growth as the trade in wine. 


Preparations are making by the Mikado of 
Japan for the introduction into his island empiré 
of acenstitutional form of government. His plan, 
however, is to make haste slowly; but that he in 
tends to give his subjects liberty of this kind there 
can no longer be a doubt—although he tells them 
they must wait for it until 1890. He wisely ob- 
serves, in a proclamation onthe subject, that sys- 
tems of constitutional government “‘differin each 
country according to existing conditions,” and 
that the task of establishing them must not bso 
entered upon with rashness. He has ordered the 
officials of his Court to draw up a plan for a repre- 
sentative system, the constitution and power of 
which he will himself determine, and in 1899 he 
declares that he shall summon Deputies from the 
people for the purpose of establishing an Assem- 
bly. Meanwhile, he believes people are inclined 
to adyance too fast, and are “too eagerto cause 
sedition by reckless speech." ‘My predecessors,” 
he says, with dignity and candor, “are looking 
down on me from above, and Iam responsible for 
the increase of their glory, the extension of their 
great work, and the adoption of measures forcome 
pleting the task of modifying the ancient and mods 
ern systems.” 

It does not appear that the period of lavish 
expenditure in public buildings fcr Paris entirely 
departed with the termination of Baron Hauss 
mann’s Official career. Baron Haussmann, afte 
being first authorized tospend 235,000,000 in tha 
embellishment of the city, ended, in 18€9, with au 
expenditure of the enormous total of $120,000,00). 
It is said now that the new Post Office and 
Hétel de Ville will cost, when finished, £14,600,000, 
and ,that the Church of the Sacred Heart on the 
Hill of Montmartre at least $5,000,000. Of the 
Opera house, which is not yet completed, the cost 
already has been $10,500,000. Some notion of thé 
outlays which have been madeon the Hotel dé 
Ville may be learned from the fact that the esti: 
mate for doors, window-frames, glass, fire 
places, and locks alone amounts to $140,000, while 
about three times that sum is set down for art 
decorations and furniture. On the four outer 
walls of the building will be placed in niches no 
fewer than 106 statues, each 8 feet in height. Aull 
will represent persons born in Paris who have 
reached eminence in various walks of life. Nearly 
one-fourth of them wiil represent men who have 
achieved fame in letters. 

The King of Siam is in mourning for his 
white elephant, the beast officially known as “ hig 
Sublime Grandeur, the Court and Body Elephant of 
the King.” It appears to have been in this wise 
that the sacred animal ended the fitful fever of 
bis life: He had eaten a hearty breakfast one 
morning, and suddenly thereafter betrayed such 
clear evidence of madness as to trample to death 
beneath his feet five of his faithful attendants. It 
was not permitted to the survivors to treat the 
beast in the wholly natural and legitimate way of 
shooting him, for that in Siam would have been 

-gross sacrilege. Hence the High Priest was called 
in with a huge ring of holy bamboo, and with this 
he encircled his Sublime Grandeur’s unruly frame, 
but with no better result than the breaking of the 
ring and the near ending of the High Priest's life. 
With great difficulty the enraged animal was thez 
forced into anarrow court. Here he made sev 
eral mad efforts to break away tne walis of hiy 
close quarters, then suddenly fell upon his side. 
made a furious noise as of rage and pain, and, 
with apparent great kindness to all his attendants, 
thereupon ceased longer to breathe the breath of 
life. Butthe troubles of his attendants did not 
cease here.

4N OLD MAN ASSAULTED IN HIS HOME—HE

ead and was momentarily - stunned, but 
when the man advanced on him as he lay 
at full length on the lounge he drew up his 
Jlezs and deait one of them a_ vigorous 
kick in the stomach which sent him sprawling on 
the floor. At the same time Mr. Gibson cried 
lustily for help. The men abandoned their plan to 
rob him and fied. They were pursued by some of 
Mr. Gibson's neighbors, but they escaped. A phy:

scalp. He was advised to keep quiet, as 
symptoms of a_ stight concussion of the 
brain were detected. Capt. Hedden, of the 
Ninth Precinct, received from Mr. Gibson a poor 
description of the three men, and it is not probable 
that they will be arrested. One of them was quite 
tall and the others were of medium stature.

TIDINGS OF MARINE LOSS. 


| RESCUES OF SHIPWRECKED CRE WS—DISAS- 
TERS AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

BautmoreE, Nov. 18.—Capt. Peck, of the 
British bark Carniola, which arrived to-day from 
Maryport, England, reports having on Oct. 80 
picked up at _ea, in latitude 42° 10’, longitude 40°, 
Capt. Baker and 14 of the crew of the British bark 
H. A. Parr, bound from Liverpool for New-York 
with a general cargo. One of the crew had pre- 
viously been washed overboard and drowned, and 
Capt. Baker, who was suffering from consumption, 
died on Noy. 10 and was buried at sea. The others 
arrived here to-day on the Carniola, and five of 
them being sick were sent to the hospital. The H. 
A. Parr was struck by a heavy sea during a gale, 
which carried away the rail, and this loosening the 


rigging, the masts went by the board, and the ves- 
sel began leaking at such arate that the pumps 
would not free her. She was abandoned on Oct. 
30. Several of the crew had their feet severely 
burned by soda-ash, a portion of the cargo, becom- 
ing mixed with the water on deck. 


LonpoN, Nov. 18.—A telegram from Aca- 
pulco reports that the British bark Lara, Capt. 
Currie, from Hull May4, by way of Rio Janeiro, 
for San Francisco, was abandoned on Oct. 23, her 
cargo being on fire. The Captain and part of the 
crew had landed at Acapulco. Nothing was 
known of the remainder of the crew.

The French steamer Martinique, from Tunis for 
Susa, before reported aground at Cape Bon, has 
been floated. 

Tne Norwegian bark Ellisef, Capt. Abrahamsen, 
from Yminden, Nov. 3, for Pascagoula, has arrived 
at Dartmouth leaking. ; 

The British bark Queen Victoria, Capt. Power, 
has arrived at Swansea leaking. The Queen Vic- 
toria was last reported as having sailed from 
Montreal Aug. 5, and Quebec Aug. 10, for Monte- 
video. 

New-Or.eans, Nov. 18.—Barge No. 71, of 
the St. Louis and Mississippi Valley Transporta- 
tion Company, which was in tow of the Oakland to 
this city, sank last evening 50 miles above the city. 
It contained 958 bales of cotton and 35,000 bushels 
of corn. The cargo is valued at $75,000. The 
wrecking boat Eckert went to the relief of the 
barge this morning. The cotton will be saved ina 
damaged condition. 


Str. Jonny, New-Brunswick, Nov. 18.—The 
schooner Edith, of Weymouth, Nova Scotia, while 
coming into the harbor last night, came in collision 
with the schooner Little Annie, lying at anchor off 
Ballast Wharf, The latter lost her jibboom and 
ail of her head-gear. and the former had her main- 
sail, foresail, and jib destroyed. She also lost her 
starboard main rigging and sustained other damage. 


Lewes, Del., Nov. 18.—The Italian bark At- 
tivo, Capt. Rivera, from Londonderry, has just ar- 
rived, having on board Capt. McPhee and six men 
of the crew of the British brig Servian, of Char- 
lottetown, Prince Edward Island, who were taken 
off at sea on Oct. 20. Joseph Asmoph, one of the 
crew, was washed overboard and lost before the 
others were rescued. 


San Francisco, Nov. 18.—A dispatch from 
Astoria, Oregon, says: ‘The British ship Edith 
Lorn, after striking onthe middle lands at the 
mouth of the Columbia River was abandoned by 
the crew, who escaped in a life-boat. During the 
night the vessel drifted across the south channel 
and now lies on Clatsop Spit, with her hull sub- 
merged at high water.”

FAIR HAVEN’S COLORED SCHOOL.

THE NEW SCHOOL BUILDING DEDICATED AND 


THE RACE TROUBLES ENDED. 


Fark Haven, N, J., Nov. 18.—This after- 
noon the new school-house for colored children at 
this place was formally dedicated. The building 
had been used some little time, but its dedication 
was delayed in order that Gen. and Mrs. Clinton B. 
Fisk, who have been in Europe, might be present. 
The new structure is in the opposite endof the 
village from the old owe, which was burned down 
last Winter. It is the finest school designed exelu- 
sively for colered children in the State of New- 
Jersey. Ithas high ceilings, a seating capacity of 
avout 100, and is furnished with modern furniture 


and appliances for teaching. On the blackboards 
were several maps, neatly drawr, with the arith- 
metical work of the previous day. The lot on 
which the house is situated is half an 
acre in size, and adjoining it is a _ lot 
an acre and a half in extent, which has been pur- 
chased by Gen. and Mrs. Fisk for the colored chil- 
dren. The trouble between the races, which was 
the cause of the burning of the old school-house, 
has almost died out. Miss Rhodes, the present 
teacher, is a graduate of the Poughkeepsie High 
School. The dedication ceremonies included an 
address by Dr. Samuel Lockwood, the County Su- 
perintendent, and a prayer by the Rev. J. T. Rex. 
Gen. Fisk made a few remarks, closing with a 
promise to help any of the colored pupils who 
might wish to attend the Fisk University after they 
had finished the school course. Mrs, Fisk made a 
short speech. After the location of the new col- 
ored church was laid out the people dispersed.

THE HEBREW UNION COLLEGE. 
CINCINNATI, Nov. 18.—A strong effort is to 
be made immediately to endow the Hebrew Union 
College, which is in this city, and 1s the only insti- 
tution in America for the education of Jewish 
rabbis. The American Jsraelite, issued to-day, ex- 
plains the plan for raising the endowment and also 


for carrying out the colonization plan, in the fol- 
lowing paragraph: ‘Inorderto establisb the He- 
brew Union College permanently, a sinking fund 
of $500,000 is absolutely necessary, and to 
carry out successfully the Hebrew agri- 
cultural colonization plan $500,000 is essen- 
tial, and to raise such a large sum promptly 
the committee has decided to sell, by subscription, 
200,000 certificates at $5 each, netting $1,000,000, of 
which $100,000 will be set apart for the purchase of 
20 free scnolarships in the Hebrew Union College, 
and those who are entitled to one of the free 
scholarships can send a student to the college, who 
will receive board, clothing, and tuitien in Hebrew 
and the classics free during his collegiate course of 
eight years; or if any one prefers the money to a 
free scholarship the Executive Board shell pur- 
chase the same for $5,000 cash.”

A DIREF UL PROSPECT, 


To the Editor of the New-York Times: 
In the Cleveland (Sunday) Sun Nov. 13, 


1881, appeared an article taken from your paper 
headed “The Earth Drying Up.” (Please publish 
the inclosed article—‘* The World’s Changes"—an 
extract from our astronomical lecture, delivered in 
the State of Ohio in the Spring of 1878.) The level 
of Lake Erie, by careful, actual measurements, is 
found to have fallen 12 inches since the change, 
or at the rate of Sinches annually. This will con- 
tinue for some years to come, so that vessels of 
large tonnage will experiences difficulty in entering 
the portsalongsaidlake. Clippings taken from ma- 
rine news column of the papers published at the lake 


shore ports show that the difficulties encountered 
by low water are becoming serious. The Toronto 
Globe sends us an urticle to the effect that Lake 
Ontario has decreased 14 inches in a few years, and 
that, as you say, “the harbor of Toronto has 
grown shallow in spite of the fact that it has been 
dredged out so that the bottom rock has been 
reached.” 

Summer now begins May 1, and ends Oct. 81; six 
months Summer; no more equinoctial storms, no 
more Indian Summers. In 1880 we had substan- 
tially six months Summer. The thermometric 
average, one observation a day at 2 0’clock, was 
73°; im 1881, six months, was 74.38°. If you desiro, 
will send you the incrcase by months, three obser- 
vatioss a day. For instance, January for four 
years sinee the change in 1877, compared with the 
preceding four years, was 7.59° hotter; February, 
13.50° hotter; March, 14.76° hotter; Aovril, 20.79° 
hotter, &c. You ean verify the calculations in 
New-York City. Since Chiois onthe equator for 
three years; the increase is 5.95°, increasing 
substantially 2° annually. Yearly mean tempera- 
ture on ‘the old~ equatorial “line, 80°: mean 
temperature on the fortieth parallel of 
latitude, 54°: 80°-54° equals 26°, divided 
by 2°, present annual increase, equals 
13 years added to A. D. 1877, when the change taok 
place, equals A. D. 1890, when the heat on the new 
equatorial line will equal that which prevailed on 
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the old equator, or, in nine years from this time— 
A. D. 1881—we will have the full blaze of an un- 
clouded equatorial sun. In three years more, A. 
D. 1884, it will average 60°, when all kinds of trop- 
ical fruits and productions can be raised success- 
fully. That yearly mean will be sufficient to give 
nature u tropical aspect. Our astronomical writ- 
ings have attracted some attention in Europe, 
notably John Tyndall, A. M., F. R. 8.. Professor of 
Natural Philosophy in the Roya! Institution, Lon- 
don, England. The synchronons change in celes- 
tial latitude and longituae is beginning to be ob- 
served. Our navigators are also beginning to spec- 
ulate as tothe changed current of the Gulf Stream.

een eres 
REMARKABLE CAREER OF A REP- 
RESENTATIVE MILLIONAIRE. 
SEGINNING LIFE AS A HOD-CARRIER AND 
ENDING IT AS A PRINCE IN WEALTH— 
THE EARLY STRUGGLES OF A FARMER’S 
BOY—THE BUILDER OF HIGH BRIDGE 
AND OWNER OF RAILROADS AND FER- 


RIE8,. 

George Law died at his residence, No. 529 
Fifth-avenue, at 10:45 o'clock last night, of rupture 
of the bowels. He had been ill 10 days, and for 24 
bours had been but partially conscious. He leaves 
& widow, two sons—George and Samuel—and three 
daughters—Mrs. Gustav Wright, Mrs. May, and 
Mrs. Williams. The career of Mr. Law affords one 
of the most striking instances on record of the op- 
portunities offered in this country for the rapid rise 
of an energetic man. Starting out in life at the age 
of 18, with but $40in his pocket, and withouta friend 
in the world but his father and mother, who were 
unable to aid him, he rose through the force of his 
own indomitable will and perseverance until he 
became one of the wealthiest menin this City, 
controlling large corporations and wielding a 
great power in the community. His father and 
mother both came from Ireland, and settled in the 
Township of Jackson, Washington County, in this 
State, shortly after the Revolution, where they 
purchased a farm of 100 acres. Here George 
Law was born, Oct. 25, 1806. He was the 
youngest of three sons, and his brothers 

. both died many years ago. The father of 
George Law was no exception to the average farm- 
er of the day, and as soon as his son was old 


enough to do light chores about the house he was 
obliged to do them. The old gentleman kept a 
fairy. and one of the first employments in which 
the future millionaire was engaged was to attend 
the cows and to help churn the butter. George 
gan this business when he was scarcely 8 
pars of age. He passed step by step to milk- 
g the cows, helping to clear up new land, 
lowing, planting, and hoeing, and going 
o mill with the grain to be ground. 
In after years, when he had become one of the few 
immensely wealthy men of New-York, he used to 
refer to these early days of steady work, and point 
to them as the direct cause of his wonderful pros- 
rity in life. ‘“Inever knew what it was to be 
dle on my father’s farm,” he said to a friend once, 
“and when I left it to push my way in the world I 
flid not wanttobeidle. I wasdetermined to work, 
andI did work, and [got my determination from 
way early work on the farm.” ‘ 
is labors, however, were not’ continuous the 
yearround. Inthe Winter the work on the farm 1 
was light, and during this season of the year young 
Law was enabled to attend the village school, 
where he learned to read, write his name legibly, 
and to do sums in arithmetic up to the rule of 
three. ‘Fhnis, indeed, was about as much as 
the majority of the country teachers knew 
In those days, and George sappiemented 
nis knowledge to the best ot his ability 
by reading at home during the long Winter even- 
ings the few books which his father possessed and 
such as he could borrow from the neighbors. He 
as passionately fond of the poems of Burns, and 
many of the Scottish bard’s productions he 
learned to repeat when _ still quite a 
small boy. The more solid books which 
were at his disposal were the works 
of Josephus, Hume’s “History of England.” 
and a “ Life of Washington,” and these works he 
read over and over again. Of lighter literature he 
nad Smollet’s novelsand some books of travel, 
which gave him glimpses of the great world be- 
rond Jackson to which he had as yet not pene- 
rated. In 1821, when 15 years of age, the first 
treat event of his life happened. His father in- 











































































































































rusted him with some small business 
which involved a _ visit to Troy. The 
froy of 60 years ago was an_ insignificant 


nsamlet compared with the city of to-day, but to 
the young boy it proved a wonderland. He had 
pever before seen anything like the tall buildings 
and long streets which now met his admiring eye. 
fle had read of such things, but the reality so far 
exceeded the creations of his imagination that he 
was almost bewildered. That visit was really the 
beginning of the boy’s life experience. He went 
back to his father’s tarm discontented, and witha 
jonging to escape from country lite and plunge 
into the whirl and turmoil of the great world. He 
jetermined to save all the money which he could, 
and when he had sufficient to give him a start in 
life to ask his father’s consent, and turn his back 
on farm life forever. This determination he car- 
tied out, and the result of it was that the almost 
lriendless country boy eventually became one of 
she magnates of the Metropolis ef the country. 
With this one object’steadily in view the boy re- 
sumed his work on his father’s farm, and began to 
save what ‘little money he could from the small 
tmount which he could legitimately earn. His 


time, according to the notions of those 
Jays, belonged .to his father until he 
was 21 years of: age, and he ex- 

ected to encounter’ a fierce opposition 


rom his father, should he attempt to carry his 
lan into execution. In 1824, at the age of 18, he 
ound himself in possession of $40, and came 
to the conclusion that the time for carrying his 
plan into execution had arrived. In nine cases out 
of ten a boy situated as he was would have 
tun away. He did nothing of the kind. He went 
boldly to his father and told him his plans. Re 
said that farm-work was not the work for him, 
and that he had decided to push his own way in 
the world. His father was surprised, but, to the 
lad’s astonishment, he made no objection to his car- 
rying out his igen He told him to go and do 
what he could, and George, after receiving his 
mother’s blessing, and promising his father to pay 
him in the future for the three years’ time still due 
him, turned his back on Jackson and set out for 
Troy, the city of which he had dreamed ever since 
his memorable visit of three years before. It was 
R Taw, rainy, gusty Autumn day, and his 
father advised him to wait for better weather. He 
replied that he had planned to start on that day, 
and he could not give up his plan. It was this 
thorough determination thus early displayed in his 
eharacter which has carried him successfully 
through the struggles of his long life. 

His cash capital was so small that he could not 
afford to ride to Troy, and so he walked to the 
city through 36 miles of blinding rain along a mud- 
dy country road. Arriving in the city he sought 
out the cheapest hotel, and having arranged for his 
bed and board, started out to seek for work. 
He did not ask for genteel labor. He 
looked along the canal and among the 
machine shops, but for several days he was unable 
to secure any employment. He never lost hope. 
One day, while passing along River-street, a hod- 
sarrier who was currying bricks for the masons 
on arm upfinished building fell from the ladder 
and broke his leg. Young Law stepped up to 
the foreman and said, ‘‘ Can I have that man’s 


place?” “Did you ever carry a_ hoa?” 
asked the foreman. “No.” ‘You will break 
your leg, and perhaps your neck.” “I will 


run the risk,’’ said George Law, and he was 
engaged at $l perday. ‘I began at the foot of the 
‘adder,”’ he used to say in after times, “but I was 
terribly afraid I would fall to the bottom before I 
got through.’”’ He carried brick and mortar until 
she house was finished, which occupied about a 
month, and then went to Hoosic and helped to 
build a house there. Here he attracted the atten- 
sion of the master mason and began to learn the 
trade of a brick-layer. He finished the job, but his 
employer was usable to pay him and he was 
forced to leave Hoosic with an unpaid board 
bill behind him. He returned to Troy. where 
he secured work as a brick-layer, and as soon as he 
aad earned money enough walked to Hoosioc, a dis- 
tance of 22 miles, “gr his debt to the boarding- 
house, walked back to Troy, and went to work 
again. He remained in Troy ell Winter, earning 
at the close 14s. a day. In the Spring of 
1825 he went to Ulster, and helped to build a lock 
on the Erie Canal, reeeiving $225 a da 
for his labor. All through the Summer he worke 
at building locks on the canal. The next seven 
years were butarepetition of the firsttwe. He 
worked hard at whatever he could get, saved all 
the money which he could, lived frugally, and 
indulged in no vices, and traveled from point 
to point, generally on foot, as the exigencies 
of his trade demanded. All this time he was be- 
coming more and more proficient in his trade of a 
mason, and in 1832 he thought he knew enough, 
and had money enough to give up working for 
day’s wages. He had been appointed on ac- 
count of his skill as a mason Superintendent 
in the construction of a lock and dam on the 
Lehigh Canal, near Easton, Penun., dnd the moment 
the work was completed he announced to the fore- 
man his determination to become a contractor. 
**You will fail,’’ said the contracter. ‘You have 
oeither the money nor the influence to succeed.”’ 
“I will try,’’ yeas the quiet answer. He did try, 
and secured a contract to buiid a lock and aque- 
duct. He completed his contract. and with the 
money receivec! from it found himself with a cash 
capital of $2,800. He came at once to this City, 
went to the store of Marquand, who was then the 
great jeweler )here, and bought a gold watch, for 
which he paid $800, and which he wore with pride 
until the day of his death. 

The following year, Mr. Law, who was now 27 
ears old, and in moderately good circumstances 
or a farmer's boy who had begun with nothing, 
was married to Miss Anderson, of Philadelphia. 
This lady proved a great help to him, encourag- 
ing him io his ovrojects and lending him 
all the aid which a true wife 7zan_ give. 
He continued to take smali eontracts on railroads 
and canals, and in 1834he came to the conclusion to 
take a vacation. He had nowa cash capital of 
§28,000, and he deaided to go West, a great rush for 
that region havinjg set in. He went to Chicago, 
but was attacked by a fever and returned. 
He now paid a visit to his father at the 
old homestead. He found that the old gentieman 
had increased his fiarm to 500 acres, but that it was 
heavily mortgaged and he was in danger of 
losing it. George paid off the mortgage and pre- 
rented the farm unincumbered to his father. 
The restless nature of the young man 
fid not permit him to remain long at 
home. He could not be idle, and before his vaca- 
tion was over he secured a contract for building a 
pridge over the Lehigh River at Easton, Penn. 
When this was completed he did a great 
amount of work on the Upper Division 
pf the Lehigh Canal, between Meuch 
Chunk and Wbite Haven. In these works he 
wag engaged for several years, and from them he 
reaped arich pecuniary harvest. From this time 
on it seemed as though everything that he touched | 
turned to- colds His reputation as a skiliful en- 
gimeer spread all over the country, he had plenty 
of money at command, and if he bid for a 
rontract he ws pretty certain to receive it. In 
1837 he came to this City and put in bids for three 
sections of the’Croton Aqueduct, securing two of 
hem, and completing the 
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fit to himself. Two later he bid 

for rd pateche 1 of High aud although 

his eompetitors were many and some of 
em more wealthy’ than himself he 


the contract. He was occupied 10 years in cone: 


structing this massive piece of masonry, which 
supports the Croton Aqueduct over the Harlem 
River, and when it was completed he had erected 
a lasting monument to himself, In constructing it 
Mr. Law introduced several innovations, such as 
pile-driving and raising water by steam. He went 
to Europe and examined all the famous bridges of 
the Old World, and combined in High Bridge all 
the better features of those which he examined. 
The work was completed in 1849, and with it ended 
Mr. Law’s career as a contractor. 

He was now worth millions, and he determined 
to rest fora time from his labors. But his ener- 
getic and restless nature was not content to re- 
main in idleness. He turned his attention to 
finances and railroads. The Dry Dock Bank was 
at this time in a condition verging on insolvency. 
George Law became interested in the institution, 
was made its President, and soon raised it to a 
position of financial soundness, ‘The stock of the 
Harlem Railroad Company, the capital of which was 
$2,000,000, had become nearly worthless, selling as 
low as $5 per share. Mr. Law invested large- 
ly in the stock, secured an extension of the 


indebtedness, bought iron to build it from 
Williamsburg to White Plains, and ran 
the stock up to $75, when he _ disposed 


of his interest, making another large fortune. In 
the same way he managed the Mohawk Railroad, 
purchasing the stock at $27 and running it up to 
$75 by judiciously connecting it with the Utica 
Road. y this operation he added largely to his 
already great fortune. During all these years he 
had been largely interested in steam-ships. It was 
his steamer, the Falcon, which, in 1848, took the 
first passengers from this City to California, when 
the gold excitement broke out. He established a 
regular line of steamers to California, which he 
sold at a great profit toa rival company. In 1851 
he bought a large interest in the Panama Railroad 
Company, which he also succeeded in selling out 
when the stock had risen to a _fictitious 
value. In the following year, -1852, Mr. Law 
built the Eighth-avenue surface railroad. and was 
a laze ownerin itat the time of hisdeath. In 
1859 he purchased the Staten Island Ferry for $60,- 
000, selling it in 1864 at a large profit. He built the 
Ninth-avenue railroad, and was one of the princi; 
pal owners of that road when he died, as also of 
the Grand and Roosevelt Street Ferries. In 1856 
Mr. Law was named in various newspapers for the 
nomination of the Know-nothing Party for Presi- 
deut, but he did not receive it, and he never med- 
dled in politics after. For the last 12 years he 
passed a lite of practical retirement.

THURLOW WEED’S RECOLLECTIONS. , 


*‘T have often thought,” said Mr. Thurlow 
Weed, speaking of the death of Mr. Law last even- 
ing, “ that if three of the most successful business 
men this eountry has ever produced—Commodore 
Vanderbilt, Dean Richmond, and George Law— 


were to undergo a competitive examination in 
these days of civil service reform as candidates for 
positions in the Custom-house or Post Office 
they could not get places as night watchmen in the 
Collector’s office or letter-carriers in the postal 
service.” Mr. Weed said he had in his possession 
letters from all three of those gentlemen, in whieh 
not a word containing three syllables was spelled 
correctly. Mr. Law, he said, was a strong-minded, 
self-made mav, with a good deal of energy, aud 
all of his faculties were concentrated upon 
money-making. He was not socially inclined, 
was reticent, and talked but little; but he 
was aman of indomitable will. He had no edu- 
cation, or at most a very limited one. Mr. Weed 
said he could remember of but. one instance in 
whieh Mr. Law was interested in anything 
but money-making transactions. This _ was 
when he was put forward by the New-York 
Herald as a candidate for President in 1856. 
Mr. Weed said Mr. Law evineed considerable inter- 
est in that canvass, but was never afterward heard 
of in politics. He first knew Mr. Law as an extensive 
contractor on the Croton Water-works. He was also 
interested in work on the canals in this State. 
Early in the history of surface railroads in this City 
Mr. Law was prominent and influential in obtain- 
ing grants from the Legislature in their behalf. 
Among them were the Eighth-Avenue Line,in which 
he owned a controlling interest, andof which he 
was a prominent Director up tothe close of his 
life. He was also one of the grantees of the Broad- 
way and Seventh-Avenue and the Bleecker-Street 
Lines. Mr. Law was also prominent inseveral lines 
of ferries running to Brooklyn, but of which of 
them Mr. Weed did not remember. ‘‘So George 
Law is dead,’’ said Mr. Weed, meditatively; ‘* well, 
he had a pretty full habit, and did not take exer- 
cise enough.” Mr. Weed spoke with the air of a 
young man, conscious of health and vigor He 
said he knew Mr. Law had been complaining of ill- 
health for some time, but he “did not suppose the 
end was so near.”

HELP THE SICK POOR. 


—_—»———— 
NEW PLAN FOR COLLECTING MONEY ON HOS- 
PITAL SATURDAY AND SUNDAY. 

The Hospital Saturday and Sunday Associa- 
tion has become an established institution in this 
City, and has done a good work in the past in pro- 
viding hospital treatment for the poor and needy. 
Every year since the movement was inaugurated 
the contributions to the cause have been free and 
generous trom all classes of citizens. The large 
field to be covered, however, in securing contribu- 
tions from year to year, and the labor necessary to 
remind people of the annual recurrence of Hos- 


pital Saturday and Sunday in order that the largest 
possible results may be attained, make it desirable 
that better organized effort be made, and, with 
this object in view, the Executive Committee of 
the association have determined to inaugurate 
a new system of making collections. It 
has been usual to appoint temporary committees 
each year to solicit subscriptions in addition to 
those secured by the clerey- These committees 
ceased to exist as soon as their work was done. and 
in the following year new men were appointed, 
who had had no experience in the past. There 
was no common organization or method of pro- 
ceeding, and it is believed that for lack of this 
much money which might have been collected was 
lost to the association. This year the Executive 
Committee, consisting of George Macculloch Miller, 
Willy Wallach, George S. Baker, George Jones, 
and Richard H. Derby, propose the formation of 
permanent organizations, which shall carry on the 
work from year to year in a thorough and sys- 
tematic manner. In order to effect this they have 
addressed letters to prominent members of the 
Stock Exchange, Produce Exchange, Chamber of 
Commerce, Builders’ Association, merchants and 
bankers, lawyers, and other professional men 
and tradesmen, urging them to form Hospital Sat- 
urday and Sunday Associations within their own 
spheres, and to collect contributions yearly on the 
appointed days from persons of their own trades 
or professions. The money so coliected is to be 
turned over tothe general association to be de- 
voted to the care in the hospitals of the sick and 
suffering poor of this City. All the branch associa- 
tions thus formed are to have a common constitu- 
tion and by-laws, drafts of which are inclosed in the 
letters. By an extended organization of this kind, 
embracing all the different trades and professions, 
all classes of citizens can be reached, and the fund 
of the association will undoubtedly be largely 
swollen. Asa result of the establishment of these 
proposed auxiliaries, it is believed that any person 
needing hospital care who is eligibie will be ad- 
mitted to any of the hospitals of the association as 
afree patient upon presenting a certificate from 
an officer of an auxiliary association that such a 
person has not the means to pay for board and 
treatment. The scheme is worthy of the support 
of all men who feel for the poor sick of the com- 
munity, and it is believed that all branches of in- 
dustry will soon be represented by auxiliary Hos- 
pital Saturday and Sunday Associations, The Ex- 
ecutive Committee feel that there is no higher 
charity than that which provides for the sick who 
are unable to take care of themselves, and they 
confidently expect that before the end of next 
month, when the time for collections arrives, many 
of these auxiliary societies will be in fuil working 
order. A meeting of the committee will be held 
on Monday evening next to perfect the plans for 
this new syetem of labor.

Gen. Thomas Hillhouse, Assistant Treasurer 
of the United States in this City, announced yes- 
terday his intention to‘accept the Presidency of the 
recently organized Metropolitan Trust Company,

MISTAKEN FOR A BURGLAR. 
—__~>———— 
AN HONEST CITIZEN SHOT DEAD—-ALFRED 
LYONS’S TERRIBLE ERROR, 

An unfortunate mistake made by a store- 
keeper, while laboring under great excitement, re- 
sulted yesterday morning in the killing of Adolph 
Meyer, a respectable German machinist. He was 
shot by Alfred Lyons, the proprietor of a shoe shop 
at No. 39 Lewis-street, who had mistaken him for a 
burglar. Lyons was robbed less than a month ago 
by burglars, who entered his store by forcing open 
the shutters on the rear windows. After that 
event he purchased arevolver. Between 5:30 and 


5:45 o’clock yesterday morning, he says, an effort 
was made to force open the rear shutters of his 
store. He then ran quickly through the hallway 
into the rear yard, and discharged his revolver at a 
shadow he saw by the sideof a fence. Aman 
eprene up. and climbed over the fence. Believing 
that the burglar would go through the hallway of 


.the adjoining house, Lyons says he ran iute the 


street to intercept him. As he reached ihe street 
hesaw Meyer standing infront of No. 43 Lewis- 
street. In his excitement Lyons supposed that 
Meyer was the burglar, and had just come out of 
the hallway. He fired twice athim. Both shots 
took effect—one inthe head andthe otherin his 
left breast in the region of the heart—and Meyer 
sank to the pavement. The noise of the firing at- 
tracted the attention of Patrolman Livingston, of 
the Thirteenth Precinct, and some of the neigh- 
bors, Meyer was speechless, and in that condition 
was carried to the station-house, where he died 
while Sergt. Maloney was telegraphing for an am- 
bulance. Lyons was placed under arrest and de- 
tained to await the action of the Coroner. 

Adam Walther, the miJkman, who occupies the 
store adjoining the shoe store, made a statement 
tothe Police which differs in some material 
points from that made by _ Lyons. He 
said that when he heard the shot fired in the 
back yard he ran into the street, and met Lyons 
as he emerged from the hallway. Lyons, he says, 
appeared greatly excited and shouted, ** Where’s 
the man that robbed me. Two thieves, a big and 
a small fellow, tried to get into my window.” 
Walther went into the yard with him, but found no 
person there. When they returned.to the street 
they saw Meyer coming out of the hallway ad- 
joining Morris’s liquor store, No. 35 Lewis-street. 
He approached them and asked Walther why the 
liquor store was not open, and Walther replied that 
he didn’t know. Meyer then asked him if there 
was a liquor store open in the neighborhood, and 
Walther replied that he did not know. ‘This con- 
versation, which was in German, occupied but a 
few seconds. Atis close Lyons came up in a’very 
excited manner, and shouting ‘‘That’s the -— 
— —— who was in my house,” fired twice at 
Meyer, who called out in German, ‘What do you 
want of me? Inever harmed any one. Oh! God, 
this man has shot me,”’ and then sank to the pave- 
ment. 

Meyer was 62 years of age, and a native of Schles- 
wig-Holstein. He was married, and leaves a widow 
and three grown-up children, with whom he had 
lived for 20 years at No. 280 Delancey-street. 
For the last 16 years he was employed at the Singer 
Sewing-machine Works at Eijizabethport, N. J. It 
was his custom to rise at 5 o’clock every morning 
and go to Morris’s liquor store where be took an 
early dram, and then to wait in Lewis-street fora 
car to the City Hall. Yesterday morning he found 
the liquor store closed, as there had beena death 
in the family of the proprietor. While passing up 
Lewis-street in search of another liquor store he 
was shot. 

Lyons showed much grief when he learned that 
he had killed a respectable man in mistake for a 
burglar, and, with tears in his eyes, expressed his 
great regret for his error, Coroner Knox com- 
mitted him to the Tombs to await the result of the 
inquest. 

Deputy Coroner Donlin made a post-mortem ex- 
amination last night and found that only one shot 
struck Meyer. The bullet entered his back and 
passed through his body, making its exit through 
the breast, death occurring from internal hemor- 
rhege. The wound in the head was caused by a 


blow.

MME. LAFITTE’S TWO WILLS.

HERSON TO CONTEST ONE OF THEM—ANOTHER 

DISPUTE IN THE VANDERBILT FAMILY. 
An attested copy of a document alleged to 
be the last will of Mme. Lafitte, formerly Mrs. 
Barker, the youngest daughter of the late Comma- 
dore Vanderbilt, has been brought to this country 
from France to be used in legal proceedings about 
to be instituted by her son, Mr. Oakley Smith Bar- 
ker, to obtain possession of a portion of her estate. 
The sum of $500,000 was bequeathed to Mme. 
Lafitte by her father, and to this Mr. Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt added a_ gift of $500,000. 


Her estate is yet valued at about $1,000,- 
000, and it is largely represented by New-York 
Central and Hudson River and Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Railroad securities which are in 
the hands of Mr. William H. Vanderbilt. Mr. Oak- 
ley Smith Barker, it is said, claims that the French 
law only allows a husband one-fifth of a wife’s es- 
tate, and he will contest the alleged last will of his 
mother, by which all the property is given to M. 
Lafitte. A former will bequeathed $800,000 to the 
four children of Mme. Lafitte, and the present one, 
which is to be contested, was discovered onlya 
short time ago. 

To a reporter of Tue Times last evening Mr. 
William H. Vanderbilt said that he could not tell 
whether or not a contest was to take place. Mr, 
Barker, he stated, resided in this City, but where 
he did not know. ‘The $500,000 left by the late 
Commodore Vanderbilt was held in trust for the 
four children of Mme. Lafitte, three of whom 
were minors and had chosen M. Lafitte as their 
guardian. They were, Mr. Vanderbilt said. still 
residing in Fraece. When asked about an applica- 
tion made by Mr. Barker to restrain bim from de- 
livering a 3 to M. Lafitte the securities in his pos- 
session, he replied that whatever decree the 
courts might make he would abide by it. 
He did not know that M. Lafitte and 
Mr. Barker were on unfriendly terms, and wasa 
little surprised at the stir over a matter which he 
considered of no particular importance. What Mr. 
Barker’s plans and purposes were Mr. Vanderbilt 
could not say, as he had not had an interview with 
him, and beyond the reports which had reached his 
ears, many of which he was confident, were un- 
truthful, he knew nothing.
